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LARGE VOTE CAST AT PRIMARY 

Smith, Richardson, Andrews, Winslow, Lowell 
and Proctor are nominated for City Delegates 


To the great surprise of persons 
supposed to be familiar with political 
conditions in this city, there was an 
exceedingly large vote cast at the 
primary election on Tuesday for dele- 
gates to the constitutional convention. 
The vote of 3142 either indicates a 
deeper public interest in the conven- 
tion. or proves the fact that with 
many candidates in the field, a wider 
interest is taken on personal grounds 
alone. 

The greatest interest centered of 
Course in the local candidates, where 
six were to be nominated from a field 
of ten. Hon. George S. Smith of New- 
ton Centre led the ticket with 1577, 
Mr. J. P. Richardson was second with 
1197, Mr. Charles A. Andrews third 
with 1086, Dr. Winslow, next with 931, 
Mr. James A. Lowell pressing close 
behind with 925, and Mr. Thomas W. 
Proctor the last with 862. Those who 
fell behind were Mr. C. S. Ensign with 
680, Mr. C. W. Bond 506, Prof. J. M. 
Barker 417, and Mr. W. G. Thompson 
285. 

In the Congressional district, ex- 
Congressman Samuel L. Powers easily 
led with a total of 2189, Prof. Ander- 
son of Newton Centre was also favor- 
ably endorsed by his fellow citizens 
with a vote of 1630, while Mr. Charles 
S. Bird, Jr., who was evidently taken 
for his distinguished father, was third 
with 1312. and Hon. Robert Luce was 
fourth with 1280. Mr. Henry S. Den- 
nison was fifth with 1109. 

For delegates at large, the highest 
vote was polled by Clias. F. Adams, 
the head of the ticket, with Hon. 
John L. Bates, Samuel J. Elder, 
President A. Lawrence Lowell, Hon. 
Edwin U. Curtis. Louis A. Coolidge, 
('has. F. Choate. Jr., Hon. Nathan 
Matthews, John W. Cummings, Hon. 
Clias. H. Apsey, Wm. H. Brooks, Hon. 
Geo. H. Doty, Hon. Clias. J. Barton, 
Hon. Geo. W. Anderson, Hon. Josiali 
Quincy, Moorfield Storey, Wm. R. 
Evans. Jr., and Frank E. Dunbar fol- 
lowing in order and being all who 
polled over 1000 votes.

SPLENDID GIFT TO CITY 


Largest Audience ever gathered in Newton Hears Senator West Newton Residents Donate $ 60 ,ooo oi 
Weeks, Mayor Childs, Hon. J. A. Keliher and Rev. E. T. Sullivan and Buildings lor city Hail Purposes.

At. the grentest mooting ever held 
in this city last week Thursday even- 
ing at the State Armory in West New- 
ton tlic utmost enthusiasm was mani- 
fested nt the patriotic speeches made 
by Senator John W. Weeks, Mayor 
ChihlS, Ex-Congressman John A. 
Keliher, Rev. Edward T. Sullivan, 
and others. We gave a brief account 
of that meeting last week but were 
compelled to leave the remarks of 
the principal speakers until this 
week. 

Mayor Childs said, I am very glad to 
see so many of our citizens here to- 
night and I want to thank the public 
spirited mon of this city who made 
this meeting possible, nor would I 
forget at this tihie the scores of men 
and women, yes even boys and girls 
who at some personal sacrifice are 
making their contributions to protect 
the life and property of City, State 
and Nation. We have come together 
from nil sections of our city, from all 
the different walks of life and we 
come as fellow citizens with one pur- 
pose, determined to stand together in 
peace we hope, hut in war if we must. 
We renew tonight our allegiance to 
the President of the United States, to 
our country and to our flag, that flag 
which is the emblem of freedom and 
symbol of union. It is more than a 
hit of red and white and blue, it is 
the visible emblem of a thousand 
things we revere and love and ten 
thousand things for which we hope. 
It means that men may come from 
any country to these shores and by 
fulfilling certain conditions can claim 
its protection, not as Republicans, 
Democrats or Prohibitionists, not as 
Protestants, Catholics or Jews, not as 
rich men or poor men, as wise men 
or ignorant but as Americans and 
brothers, sharing the same responsi- 
bilities in the greatest government on 
earth. My friends these are not the 
days for patriotic utterances, this is 
the time for sober thinking, particu- 
larly on the part of young men. The 
call has been sounded for definite 
service, the call for protection and 
that call comes to each one of us to- 
night. I am not an alarmist. — a true 
American loves peace, he hates war 
but he is ready to light if he is called 


upon. He does not love conquest, he 
does not fight for greed of gold or to 
attain glory. The true American 
fights to preserve peace and that his 
children may have peace and liberty. 
We all aspire to the quotation, “The 
law of love will reign supreme.” Yet 
you cannot govern the onrush of a 
mighty river by love, you use a dam. 
You cannot tunnel great mountains 
by chanting the beatitudes, those who 
fight to preserve this union do not 
do it by waving handkerchiefs in the 
market place, although many would 
like to do it. 1 am the last man in 
this audience to return evil for evil. 
I stand all kinds of personal abuse 
and keep my temper smooth. If I 
knew a thug was going to break into 
my house and harm a little fellow that 
lies sleeping down there I would not 
stand at the head of my front stairs 
and recite the thirty-third psalm. I 
would get a gun and ask God Al- 
mighty to give me strength. 

This my friends is a time for de- 
fense and I believe the young men of 
this city and the old men as well, 
can be relied upon to pay their full 
debt as citizens In war or in peace. 
During one of the darkest periods of 
the Civil War a meeting was held at 
Newton Centre. At that meeting was 
a young man just about to enter col- 
lege, his name was Charles Ward. 
He rose and addressed that meeting 
and told the audience that if his 
country needed his service he was 
willing to make the sacrifice. That's 
the right attitude. Charles Ward fell 
at Gettysburg, his body lies moulder- 
ing in the ground but his soul is 
marching on. That's the spirit of 
young America and the spirit of the 
young men of this city today, I be- 
lieve. and the spirit which is going 
to give us a home guard and is going 
to lead each one of us to render any 
service we may be called upon to 
render. I welcome you all to this 
meeting tonight, we are glad to wel- 
come the distinguished speakers, men 
who have rendered services to the 
State. I want to thank the boy scouts 
for their contribution. Last of all I 
want to thank the members of the 
Grand Army for the inspiration of 
their presence. 1 never pass the old

hoys of '61 without saying, men you 
have come down to us from a former 
generation, you have inspired us from 
boyhood and we thank you. We have 
watched the wrinkles come and we 
call you the old soldiers and yet fifty 
or sixty years ago you were only boys. 
Out of 2.278,000 in the Civil war 226.- 
000 were twenty-one and under ami 
1,150,000 were eighteen and under. 
The Revolutionary war was fought 
by old men but the Civil war was 1 
fought by boys.

West Newton residents showed i 
evidences of the broadest kind of pub- 1 
lie spirit at the meeting of the aider- 
men on Monday evening, when their 
offer to donate free and clear to the 
city, a gift of land and buildings as- 
sessed for substantially $60,000. The 
offer was contained in a document 
signed by Hon. Charles E. Hatfield, 
and Messrs. George J. Barker and 
John S. Alley, and includes the church 
property formerly occupied by the 
Second Church on Washington street, 
the tenement houses and land imme- 
diately behind the City Hall on Cher- 
ry street and a strip of land in the 
rear of the church and police station, 
and approximating 27.600 feet of 
land. This gift added to the City Hall 
and Police headquarters will give the 
city about 400 feet frontage on Wash- 
ington street and 220 feet deep. It is 
needless to say that this most gener- j 
ous offer was immediately accepted 
and the board expressed its apprecia- 
tion of the action of West Newton citi- 
zens. The only condition imposed is 
to the effect that if the city abandons 
this property for use as a City Hall 
within 30 years, the land shall re- 
vert to the trustees. 

President Early was in the chair 
and Alderman Goodwin was the sole 
absentee. No one appeared at a gaso- 
lene hearing of E. E. Wiley of Newton 
Centre and Mr. Bonelli was the only 
speaker in favor of laying out of 
Bonad. Colbert and Howland roads 
under the betterment act. 

Considerable opposition developed to 
the petition of Edw. B. McKinney for 
a public garage, corner of Washington 
and Thornton streets, led by former 
Councilman Herbert F. Bent, and at 
which James Aucoin. George Mitch- 
ard. Richard Leonard and Mrs. Ellen 
M. Kelly were represented. Mr. Mc- 
Kinney was represented by Mr. R. 5-. 
Driscoll. 

Mayor Childs sent in requests for 
$1,000 additional for special police 
work and to settle claim of Thomas 
Leary for $700, both of which v»ere 
granted. 

Street Commissioner Stuart sub- 
mitted a list of streets for sprinkling 
the present year and the appropriate 
order was passed. 

Mayor Childs approved the request 
of the Board of Health that $2,666.67 
be added to the budget for garbage 
contract, and the Finance committee 
will pass on this important matter. 

James W. French, T. W. Travis and 
Phillips Bvfield were granted auc- 
tioneer licenses and numerous per- 
mits issued to occupy private ga- 
rages. 

Petitions of Street Commissioner 
Stuart to store city dynamite at the 
Auburndale avenue yard, of T. D. Sul- 
lvan & Son. Walter I. Muldoon. Hur- 
ley Bros, and T. Stuart Sons Co. were 
granted under direction of the Chief 
of Fire Department and to be stored 
in the city magazine. Petition of the 
Telephone Company for attachments 
on Beacon street was also granted. 

A hearing was granted on May 7 
on petition of the Newtonville & 
Watertown Street Railway Company 
for a turnout and relocation of track 
on Watertown street at Crafts street. 

Other petitions were received for a 
Telephone conduit in Russell court, 
for sewer in Ricker terrace, for lay- 
ing out of Carver road, for sewer in 
Bovlston street, for sewer in South 
street, and for renewal of hundreds 
of applications for licenses expiring 
on April 30th. Mr. C. A. Chadwick al- 
so asked for petition to the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission relative 


to proposed increase in freight rates 
on coal. 

On recommendation of committees, 
leave to withdraw was granted on 
petitions of Peter Jones for a junk 
license and I^arcom Avery for a pri- 
vate garage on Chester street, licenses 
were granted to A. J. Doyle. Lin wood 
avenue for private garage, to J. EL 
Gibson, rear Bridge street for multi- 
ple garage, to J. T. Haffey for an auto 
truck, and to M. S. Perlmutter as an 
auctioneer. The Telephone Company 
was authorized to enlarge its conduit 
in Eimwood street, and hearings on 
April 16 were ordered on laying out 
of Cross road and Brewster road un- 
der the betterment act and taking land 
for sewer in Old Colony road. The 
board also decided it was inexpedient 
to use voting machines at the Consti- 
tutional primary and election. $1,000 
was authorized for partial settlement 
of workmen’s compensation claim of 
f he estate of Pasquale Antoinelli. and 
$714 was granted Mrs. William E. 
Young, under recent legislative au- 
thority. 

Dr. C. Arthur Boutelle was unani- 
mously confirmed as Inspector of 
Animals. 

When the matter of accepting re- 
cent legislative acts authorizing re- 
tirement of members of the police 
and fire departments was taken up, 
Alderman Hollis, who imposed a char- 
ter objection at the last meeting, 
stated that his attitude had been mis- 
understood. He was not opposed to 
accepting the acts but questioned if 
the present was the proper time. He 
thought it beneath the dignity of the 
city to arbitrarily retire a few men. 
now. when the chances were that the 
board would within a few weeks in- 
crease the salaries of men in these de- 
partments. He believed that the men 
who would be thus retired ought to 
have the benefit of this proposed in- 
crease. which would date from Jan- 
uary 1. He stated that Lieut. Harri- 
son had served the city for 39 years, 
Lieut. Soule, for 29 years. Sergt. Clay 
for 31 years. Officer Fuller for 32 
years, and Officer Moulton for 35 
years, and he thought they deserved 
a little gratitude. Alderman Cobb 
stated that he thoroughly agreed with 
Alderman Hollis. Alderman Winslow 
said that if men accept the office and 
render the service that it is a fair as- 
sumption that they are adequately 
paid. He saw no ingratitude in re- 
fusing to jack up salaries just before 
retii ng from offli e. It was bad prac- 
tice except under the most unusual 
conditions and he believed that all 
pensions should be based on the 
salary actually paid and not on what 
would be the salary in the future.

DEATH OF PATROLMAN FREDERIC 
N. BOS WORTH 


Mr. Frederic N. Bosworth, a retired 
member of the Newton Police Depart- 
ment, died Friday afternoon. Febru- 
ary 9, 1917, at his home on Cross 
street, West Newton, his wife and 
daughter being with him at the last. 

He wus born in Wayne, Maine, Au- 
gust, 18, 1840. He is survived by a 
widow, two daughters and three sons. 

Funeral services w r ere held Mon- 
day, February 12tli, at his late home. 
They were in charge of Rev. J. Edgar 
Park of the Second Church, West New- 
ton. Three selections were sung: 
“Good-Night”, and an old Scotch song 
and "Abide With Me”. The floral tri- 
butes were beautiful, the one from the 
Newton Police Department being in 
the shape of a badge. 

A detail of thirty-one police officers, 
under the direction of Lieut. Soule 
marched from Police Headquarters to 
the house, and after the services they 
were drawn up in line on the side- 
walk and saluted the casket as it was 
being placed in the hearse, then they 
were dismissed. 

The pall-bearers were the four old- 
est members of the Police force: Ex- 
Captain John Ryan, Lieut. Robert S. 
Harrison, Chief Inspector Frank B. 
Fletcher and Sergt. Thomas Clay. 

The interment was in the Newton 
Cemetery. 

Mr. Bosworth was appointed patrol- 
man by Newton's third mayor, Wil- 
liam Fowle, on January 21, 1878. At 
that time the force numbered seven; 
Frederic N. Bosworth, John Ryan, 
Robert S. Harrison, George E. Baker, 
William C. Emerson, C. E. Davis and 
George Boothby. 

Some years later George Boothby 
resigned, and George Baker, William 
Emerson and C. F. Davis died and 
Capt. Ryan retired. Lieut. Harrison 
is still a member of the Newton Police 
Force. 

Mr. Bosworth did duty a number of 
years as a mounted officer, all over 
the Newtons,; later day duty at New 
tonville; still later night duty at Sta- 
tion 2, Nonuntum, and lastly 
night duty at Station 1, Newton. He 
retired three years ago because of ill 
health.

ROYS’ TRIANGULAR DERATE AVON 
PY SOMERVILLE 


The annual Boys’ Triangular De- 
bate. which was held on Friday even- 
ing. March 30. between the boys’ de- 
bating teams of the Newton, Prook- 
line. and Somerville High Schools, 
was won by the teams which repre- 
sented the Somerville High School. 
The Somerville affirmative team de- 
feated the Newton negative team at 
Newton, while the negative team from 
the same school won a victory over 
the Prookline affirmative team at 
Somerville. Prookline High School 
captured second place in the debate 
when its negative team defeated the 
Newton affirmative team at Prookline. 

The Newton teams were defeated 
both at Newton and at Brookline. 

The question which was debated at 
all three schools was the following: 
"Resolved: That, waiving the consti- 
tutionality of the matter, the United 
States should adopt a system of old 
age pensions modelled on that of 
Great Britain.” 

The attendance at each of the de- 
bates was discouragingly small. This 
lack of outside interest was most 
noticeable at the Newton-Somf»rville 
debate in the Newton High School. 

The Newton affirmative team, con- 
sisting of John Clapp, Clark Macom- 
ber. and Chester Wheldcn. was defeat- 
ed by the Brookline negative team at 
the Prookline High School. Although 
this defeat was a rather decisive one. 
it was the general opinion that the 
Newton hoys spoke in a very credit- 
able manner. AVhelden's work on the 
rebuttal was especially noticeable, 
and his speaking was a very close 
second to that of Ridley of Prook- 
line. 

The debate between Newton and 
Somerville was held in the Newton 
Classical High School Hull. The 
Somerville affirmative team won a 
victory over the Newton negative 



team after an exceedingly close con- 
test. The Somerville team was com- 
posed of James Morrison, Merritt Far- 
ren. and James Sawyer, while Newton 
was represented by Ralph Emery, 
Raymond Ford and Richard Cole. Mer- 
ritt Farren proved Somerville’s best 
speaker, while Richard Cole delivered 
Newton's best arguments. 

The chairman of the debate was Pro- 
fessor H. K. Rowe, Ph. D. The 
judges were Mr. A. W. Spencer. Mr. 

G. F. Joyce, and Mr. H. H. Darling, 
all of Prookline. Prndford Story 'IS. 
of Newton, was timekeeper. Reginald 
Huntley', Earl Wood. Joel Leete, and 
Ralph Huntley served as ushers. 

An enjoyable musical program was 
furnished by the Newton High School 
Orchestra, under the direction of Mr. 

H. M. Walton. Nash’s Orchestra fur- 
nished the music for the dancing 
which followed the debate. 

Mr. Henry Epstein has coached both 
the girls’ and the boys’ debnting teams 
at Newton this year. Although the 
teams have again been unsuccessful, 
there has been a very noticeable im- 
provement over the work of last win- 
ter. 

The Somerville High School de- 
serves great credit for the work 
shown in debating this winter by both 
the girls’ and the boys’ teams repre- 
senting that school.

My dear Father: 

Just a few lines to give you and 
friends an idea of the work I have 
done since going to the front. This 
will be mailed by Dr. P. — or given 
to you by him. He is a dandy fellow 
and has spent nine months in the 
service, missing death a good many 
times. I have been his aid on the 
Mercedes since coming out and will 
be given full charge when he leaves, 
the 29th of this month. 

I left Paris on the 19th of Novem- 
ber reaching C — that night, where I 
met the section. We stayed in G — 
until the 27th, during which time we 
had a post S00 meters from the Ger- 
man line at a place called R — where 
a car was sent for four days. On the 
morning of the 27th, we started for

It weighed about 
thirty pounds. All the French who 
were around shook hands with us.

shells and the planes which is a won 
derful sight. There is always on a 
clear day. from 10 to 20 flying around 
us and it is a great sight to see the 
shrapnel breaking around them. I 
saw Du Beauchamp, the great French 
aviator after he had been shot down. 
Two Germans got him. shooting him 
thru the eye and head. 

I can’t give a very good idea of our 
work around Verdun. It is too full 
of interesting things. There are from 
four to eight cars sent to Verdun with 
the same amount of French cars, foi* 
a stretch of twenty-four hours. We 
all go into Verdun, which is under 
fire most of the time, and two cars go 
up to post, which is just a little south 
of F — , very near the first line of 
trenches. This town is just a rough 
field. Not even one stone standing, 
and not even the sign of what used to 
be a building. There is one tree left 
to mark the town. It is very dan- 
gerous at this post. Shells coming 
in all the time, about one third of 
which do not explode. 

Just as soon as a car gets a load 
of "blessis.” it comes down from C — . 
which is, by the way, the name of our 
post outside of what was once F — ; 
comes down to Verdun, sends another 
ear up and continues on to D — .

Above all. let us not become hyster- 
ical.

The various colonies 
were taken up in turn beginning with 
those of West Africa, then South and 
lastly the protectorate of Egypt. The 
situation in the colonies on the part 
or the government at home has giver, 
rise to ihe saying that cablegrams 
from ho, no have caused more troublt 
in the colonies than native uprisings.

Kitchener and Milner for their ro 
markable service to the problem of 
colonial government.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


March 30, 1917. 

Metropolitan Affairs committee this 
week reported favorably on two bills of 
interest to this city. One was a bill 
for $50,000 for dredging the Charles 
river and the other $40,000 for contin 
uing the present unfinished boulevard 
on the south side of the Charles river, 
as far as Maple and Jefferson streets.

Senator McPherson has also drafted 
bill on the lines of a state constabulary 
w’hich w’ill probably be acceptable to 
everyone directly interested. It will 
relieve the state militia from strike 
duty and provide a mobile police force 
which can he used effectively in any 
part of the state.

The History and Significance of the 
American Flag 


Newton 


The Newton Branch of the Special 
Aid Society for American Prepared- 
ness was organized at a meeting in 
Channing Church parlors last Thurs- 
day afternoon, with the following offi- 
cers elected:

Preceding the organization and elec- 
tion of officers, the meeting w’as called 
to order by Mrs. Sterling Elliott. 

She set forth the object of the gath 
ering and introduced Mrs. J. Randolph 
Coolidge. Jr., who explained the value 
of the Special Aid Organization, and 
its place in the community. She spoke 
of its co-operation with the American 
Red Cross, and of the growing need for 
women to familiarize themselves with 
occupations hitherto open to men only 
so that should necessity arise, women 
will be ready. 

Mr. Wm. F. Garcelon gave an inter- 
esting account of the work being done 
by the Committee on Public Safety, 
telling why it was organized and what 
it hoped to accomplish in the future. 

He told of the census being taken of 
the autos, trucks, and horses that may 
be available in case of war. He spoke 
of the need for guards about the res- 
ervoirs, and waterways, the bridges, 
the Armory, hospital, and other public 
buildings, all of which could be sup- 
plied by the Committee on Public 
Safety. 

Families also must be cared for 
when husbumls and futhers have gone 
to the wur. 

He said the women, organized and 
trained, could be of great assistance 
along many lines, especially in the 
making of garments, knitting, the 
oversight of children while their mo- 
thers were at work, and in many other 
ways. 

A most valuable point made by Mr 
Garcelon was that all preparation 
would bo as valuable to the commu- 
nity in peace us in war, and Newton 
would l»e more efficiently cured for. 
could these plans be carried out. Mr. 
Garcelon’s talk met with u hearty re- 
sponse. 

Miss Margaret Rich of the Newton 
Welfare Bureau was the next speaker. 
She emphasized w hat had already been 
said in regard to the vulue of u Spe- 
cial Aid Organization, and told of the 
urgent need for women to instruct mo- 
thers iu garment cutting, knitting. 


"There are many flags in many lands, 
There are flags of every hue, 

But there’B no flag, however grand 
Like our own "Red, White and Blue.’’ 
In these times “when the flag of 
the United States has a deeper sig 
nificance than ever before in the 
world’s history, when it is the hope of 
civilization,” it is fitting that we 
know clearly for what it stands and 
how’ it has developed. On June 14, 
1777, the American Congress adopted 
the following resolution: — “That the 
flag of the thirteen united states be 
thirteen stripes, alternate red and 
white, that the union be thirteen stars, 
white in a blue field, representing a 
new constellation.” In 1817 it was 
found not to be practicable to add a 
new stripe for each new state, and an 
act was passed to establish the adding 
of one star on the admission of each 
new state. "A star for every state 
and a state for every star." The flag 
now bears forty-eight white stars in a 
blue field, arranged in six row’s of 
eight stars each.

The writer assumes that the City of 
Newton is not accused of mis-appro- 
printing funds obtained through Taxa- 
tion. 

Further, that the Credit and Honor 
of the City is to be maintained by pro- 
rata assessment, and every Dollar 
Valuation pays its honest share of 
equal, personal responsibility. 

If this assumption be true, it is not 
a direct question of “Rate and Valua 
tion” about which we hear so much 
and upon which falls such weight of 
vituperation, yearly. 

It is a privilege given (and required) 
to pay a pro-rata share of an amount 
needed to cover the City Expenditure, 
and no city in the land receives 
higher Premium. 

You have as a city your choice 
whether valuation shall be high, and 
Rate relatively low. or Rate high and 
Valuation low. these are matters of 
city business. 

if your City has a Million to pay 
out — a Million must be paid in — and 
fixes the amount of Tax Levy, or your 
City encumbered. 

Valuation, true valuation has very 
much to do with pro-rata responsibil- 
ity and justice, and to under-value for 
tax reduction purpose, is not only 
fraudulent, but asking alms of fellow 
citizens who must make up the defi- 
ciency. 

Such an act should outlaw a man’s 
self-respect, as it does the regard and 
admiration of those who know ; as on 
honest man pays un honest tax under 
an honest statement of valuation, as 
decreed by the City of Newton.

That women cannot hear arms In 
times of war, therefore, they arc not 
entitled to vote Is fast becoming an ex- 
ploded theory. That women have al- 
ways done their part in times of war is 
the record of history and is being more 
and more forcibly bourne out day by 
day as the present war continues. 
Gradually it is being understood that 
woman's part is not the same, though 
just as an important one as man’s. 
The recognition of this hv the House of 
Parliament in England and the an- 
nouncement that the new Russian gov- 
ernment will likewise do so are indi- 
cations of another adjustment await- 
ing the world at the close of the war. 
Now tlie American women are about to 
lie tried and they, too, will not he 
found wanting. 

Mrs. Herbert J. Gurney, president of 
the Massachusetts State Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, issued tills week a 
clarion call to the club women 
of tills State. After outlining some of 
he practical ways in which women 
may help, the closing sentences ring 
true and should lie pondered upon by 
all thoughtful club women who arc 
anxious to be of service at this time: 

"Eliminate waste in every possible 
way and practice carefully the tine vir- 
tues of thrift and economy. Conserve 
strengtli by common sense in dressing. 
Remember that the woman who Is val- 
uable in an emergency is the one who 
is simply and comfortably gowned and 
whose feet are so sensibly shod that 
she can walk and stand with ease. 

“Ask freely for advice from the 
State President and Corresponding 
Secretary. They may be able to put 
you in communication with those who 
are already doing the kind of work 
that you desire to begin. 

“Above all. let us not become hyster- 
ical. Be ready for the emergency that 
may arise, but remember that our 
greatest work is to continue to do well 
the things we are now doing, to be 
good, wise wives, mothers, friends, 
neighbors, citizens. 

"Work and pray with faith and stead- 
iness of purpose."

Swott, her subject being "England In , 
Africa." Mrs. Swctt showed by moans 
of two maps how rapidly colonization 
of that continent has increased since 
1870. when there were but n few small 
colonies scattered along the coast, 
until today there remain only Liberia 
and Abyssinn, which nre controlled by 
the blacks. The reason why the con- 
tinent of Africa was late in being tak- 
en up by the other nations is due 
chiefly to its physical characteristics. 
Except for South Africa the climate is 
most unhealthy for Europeans, there 
nre almost no harbors, there Is the 
same monotony to its surface as there 
is to its coast lino, the rainfall is in- 
sufficient, and there are ninny other 
conditions which do not tend to attract 
tlie white population. It was not until 
about 1880 that there was any consid- 
erable emigration in that direction. 
The inventions and development of 
steam and electricity whereby manu- 
factures were greatly increased so 
that the products of Europe exceeded 
their use were responsible for those 
countries seeking further markets for 
their goods. The various colonies 
were taken up in turn beginning with 
those of West Africa, then South and 
lastly the protectorate of Egypt. The 
situation in the colonies on the part 
or the government at home has giver, 
rise to the saying that cablegrams 
from home have caused more trouble 
in the colonies than native uprising 0 . 
Due credit was given Lords Cromer. 
Kitchener and Milner for their re 
markable service to the problem of 
colonial government. One of the un- 
expected results of the present war 
has been the loyalty of Egypt. The 
conditions which led up io the Boer 
War were explained In detail, as also 
what England has done in the develop- 
ment and successful rule in Sudan. 
The paper was full of interest, clear, 
concise and presented the subject in 
a most entertaining manner.

the boy who dodges duty lias got to 
see the finger of scorn pointed at him 
in the future by those who answered 
the call. He who enlists quickly is 
entitled to the greatest honor and will 
receive the greatest respect. 

Your Company Is one of the most 
encouraging and most progressive of 
almost any in the Stnte. But you 
must have reserves enough to meet 
the war maximum and if I am any 
Judge 1 think you will. This War 
was not of our making we didn't want 
it. we did everything possible N to 
avoid it and the trouble it has 
caused, hut our attitude has been 
taken for cowardliness. We have no 
feeling against any nation wo simply 
demand that our flag, our right and 
our people shall he respected. We 
wouldn’t be a nation if we didn’t. 
Things are marching on at a rapid 
pace, these are history making times. 
We see the change in Russia, one of 
the greatest changes in the history of 
the world. Perhaps before we are 
called upon to deal with the Kaiser 
there will be an upheaval there which 
will be more than the Kaiser and his 
blustering son anticipated. 

Recruiting is the issue, I repeat 
what your Mayor said. It is well 
enough to speak in patriotic terms but 
the demand of the hour is recruiting. 
Young men must turn out to the 
strength we must have it. Now comes 
the test, it is in the recruiting office 
as those men went in ’61 and as the 
boys went in ’98. Stand by your 
colors, stand by the Nation, stand by 
the flag, to add another chapter to 
the splendid ones written nnd rend of 
days gone by. We all recall the 
splendid army of George Washington 
and their services that the republic 
might be preserved and 1 feel sure 
tl\at we will have an army, a vast 
army that will repeat all the glories 
of ’76 and will make sacrifices. This 
cannot be done without men. Let 
every man. woman and child in this 
building tonight, and let mothers re- 
member that unless men do go for- 
ward and we show the world that w 
are a fighting nation, I will not at- 
tempt to picture what will come in 
the future. Let us show the world 
that we are not an indifferent people 
and if trouble comes we are ready to 
face it. and by so doing I think we 
will furnish the test of patriotism of 
the land. 

Rev. Edward T. Sullivan said. My 
friends, 1 am going to let you into a 
State secret, it wasn’t intended that I 
should make a speech. My job is to 
carry on sort of a filibuster so that 
something can be done until the 
Senator arrives. 

I am a kind of pessimist. A man 
said his motto was. "Peace at any 
price.” That’s the kind of a pessi- 
mist he was. and that is the kind of 
a pessimist I am. Someone went into 
an Irishman’s house and saw on the 
table a brick with a green wreath 
around it and when asked what it 
was for the Irishman said, “That 
wreath came off the coffin of the fel- 
low that threw the brick." 1 think 
that is the symbol of this meeting, and 
if we could have a picture of that 
drawn it might be wise to take it 
across the water, because if anyone 
is going to throw bricks we would like 
to call their attention to the green 
wreath. 

The United States Government has 
published that the average age of the 
soldiers in the Civil war on both sides 
was a little over nineteen years. At 
the last census it was found that the 
average age of the students in the 
land is just over nineteen years, so 
that it was boys of that age that for 
the most part fought the Civil war. 
The Mayor gave you some of the 
figures and you might be interested 
to know that eight hundred thousand 
enlisted were boys under eighteen and 
there were one hundred boys enlisted 
under fifteen in the Civil war on the 
Northern side. They gave to their 
country their last full measure of 
devotion. What are we going to do, 
are we going to dedicate ourselves to 
the work that lies before us as they 
dedicated their lives? 1 think I speak 
for the people of Newton when 
peat the words of Bisiiop Lawrence, 
"the life and property of the people 
is at the nation’s service.” I believe 
I am expressing your feelings when I 
say the property and lives of the citi- 
zens of Newton is at the service of 
the President of t he United States if 
they sould be called for. The nation 
is the custodian of the rights of the 
people, the nation is the bank, what 
are we going to do to protect it? Now 
my friends there is no such a thing 
as doing nothing. You can’t do noth- 
ing if you try. Doing nothing to your 
garden is leaving a chance for weeds 
and doing nothing for the nation is 
giving enemies a chance. If your 
houses were broken Into and destroy- 
ed by fire you would not he a pacifist. 
The only time one is a pacifist is when 
it is some one else’s house that is 
broken into or destroyed. Wo keep 
our property under lock and key and 
put in a safe or deposit vault and yet 
there are persons who protect their 
own property and put it away in 
safes and deposit-vaults and when their 
property is thus secure and watched 
over by policemen who would give 
their lives in defense of that property 
those people say to the nation, you 
must not defend your property with 
armies. That isn’t turning somebody 
t:l.s<*'s other cheek. When a man’s 
property is a farm far away from the 
submarines, the farmer doesn’t think 
it is necessary to protect any property 
because his is away from the danger. 
Whose cheek is he turning? I would 
like to see the man practice what he 
preaches. The nation must protect 
its property the same as anyone pro- 
tects their property. 1 would like to 
see a mail take his money and put it 
on his front door step open to any 
robber for that man is consistent, lie 
is eligible to go to the Government 
and say you must not protect your 
property. That is why I am not u 
pessimist, I cannot go to somebody 
else and ask them to do what 1 am 
not doing myself. 

The Bible lias been quoted, we ure 
told that it suys in the Bible, "thou 
Khali not kill," uml some people think 
that means there should not bu any 
war or any killing, but directly after 
that commundiueiit comes one that 

ays there shall he capital punishment 
for certain things. A man should take 


every risk in defense of his nation 
nnd his home. First conies righteous- 
ness nnd then pence. We sometimes 
quote, "Ponce nnd good will on earth 
to men." That means both pence, 
good will to men nnd also pence to 
men of good will. Pence in nn 
achievement, ponce is n goal, some- 
thing to he obtained nnd according to 
the teaching of the Bible, first right- 
eousness nnd then pence. The nntion 
is the supreme unit nnd every man 
should fight nnd tnke every risk of 
life nnd death nnd fight with every 
weapon to protect himself nnd the 
nation. 

Senator John W. Weeks snid, 1 re- 
gret that I haven’t had the opportun- 
ity to he here tonight to hear what 
hns been snid to you. It is snhl thnt 
this is the finest audience thnt 1ms 
ever been gathered in Newton nnd it 
shows the interest you are taking in 
the question Hint is absorbing all our 
thoughts. The United States is on the 
brink of one of the greatest events 
which hns ever happened to the Re- 
public. The first of February when 
the German Government announced it 
was going to take a certain course 
and the President dismissed the Ger- 
man Ambassador and said if the Ger- 
man nation did as it said, he would 
call Congress together and ask for the 
power to act. 1 do not know what the 
President is going to say but I will 
say that 1 am in favor of a Declara- 
tion of War against Germany. I am 
not in favor of thnt because I have 
malice in my disposition but because 
when the constitution was adopted 
we promised to defend our citizens 
and their property wherever they 
might be, but we haven’t been doing 
that, and we have gradually lessened 
our place in the rank of the nations 
of the> world. Every nation despises 
a nation which will not defend its 
citizens, and our place in the rank of 
nations in the world has been mater- 
ially less because of our actions in 
Mexico. We went to San Domingo to 
defend American property a while 
ago but it was decided not to land and 
the people of San Domingo thought 
we were afraid to do so. The people 
of Mexico feel much the same way. 

I saw a letter the other day which 
brought a blush of shame to my 
cheek and I know it will to yours, 
when I tell you what it said. The let- 
ter was written to a friend of mine 
nnd it said, "We have outraged your 
women and countrymen and stamped 
on your flag, is there anything that 
will make a man fight for America 
and fight in a good cause?” 

Now if we go to war in what kind 
of a condition are we in a military 
sense? Our navy is the line of de- 
fense, is it in a condition to defend 
us? If you read the papers you will 
doubt it, hut I ask you this question, 
Look back to the beginning of the 
days of the republic, did our navy fail 
us then, or did our navy ever fail us? 
It has always been true and always 
been sufficient to answer our needs. I 
say the navy is going to make the 
lame sort of showing that it did in 
the past. Our navy has never failed 
us*. Men in the navy are of a higher 
standard then ever before, nowdays 
you seldom see a man In the naval 
service under the influence of liquor. 
We have as good battleships as any 
nation but we have no torpedos. sub- 
marines or aviation corps, hut this i3 
not the time for criticism. You might 
as well send a blind man Into a con- 
test expecting him to win, as to do 
without an aviation corp in the navy. 

How about the army? To maintain 
an army in peace times sufficient for 
its needs in war time requires a re- 
serve. Probably the only way we 
could establish one is by Universal 
military training. I maintain that 
man is better by having military 
training. If I wanted to employ a man 
and two men presented themselves, 1 
would hire the man who lias had mili- 
tary training. He is better mentally, 
his health is better and he will make 
a better employee and employer, I 
woundn’t hesitate a moment on that 
point. Some of you might say Uni- 
versal Military training would create 
in the minds of young men a disposi- 
tion to fight but there is nothing in 
that ut all. If we arc going to have 
war, are we going to depend on a few 
volunteers? Why should we not as- 
sume our proper share of the burden, 
why should not every man stand 
ready to defend his country instead of 
having u few volunteers do it? I 
say that there is nothing to do ex- 
cept by having some form of Univer- 
sal Training and Universal Service if 
necessary. That being the case we 
cannot create such a condition with- 
out a law. if I had it to do I would 
require that during ihe age of nine- 
teen every boy should have six 
months of training. I am not decry- 
ing our military service, it is better 
than it ever was. Washington said 
that the volunteers of that day didn’t 
know how to fight and didn’t know 
how to take (rare of themselves, they 
wore not trained. The same condition 
prevailed in 1812. Mothers and fath- 
ers which would you prefer, to have 
your hoy trained so that lie would 
know how to take care of himself or 
to have him go into some camp and 
die of disease because lie didn’t know 
how to take cure of himself. We 
should have some military training. 
Are we ready to make sacrifices for our 
country, are we as patriotic as other 
nations? We are apt to look down 
on the people of the Balkan States 
so 1 am going to tell you a story I 
heard, a man stopped the royal car- 
riage as tile King passed and the 
King asked tiie guards to find out 
what he wanted. He told the King he 
had been to America and saved 
enough money to keep his family and 
he wanted to serve his country. He 
said, "1 am fifty-four years old and 
I want to spend Hie few years that 
remain of my life serving my coun- 
try." Until more of us have that ut- 
titude we cannot look down on tiie 
Balkan States. 

There are no better citizens in the 
world than 1 see here tonight, are you 
willing to sacrifice anything, are you 
willing to do tilings which you could 
do to assist tiie Government? i want 
to ask you to do what the people of 
France have done. You don’t love 
war. hut you haven’t any fear of war, 
hut we will light to make ourselves u 
self-respecting nation 


NOTED MISSIONARY REAR 


Rev. Robert Chambers, D. D., a mis- 
sionary who had done valuable ser- 
vice In the East, died Monday night 
at tiie Newton Hospital where he had 
been for several weeks. 

Dr. Chambers was born in North 
Norwich. Out., May 1, 1849. He was 
the son of Robert nnd Catherine 
Lucas (Nesbitt) Chambers. He studied 
at Kingston. Out., nnd at Princeton 
Theological Seminary, from which he 
was graduated with the degree of 13. 
D. in 1870. He was ordained to the 
ministry of the Presbyterian Church 
of Canada that year, and for the suc- 
ceeding nine years was pastor at East 
Williams nnd Whitby, Out. He then 
became n missionary of the American 
Board. 

Going east soon after his appoint- 
ment. Dr. Chambers was settled for a 
time nt Erzerum, Armenia. Then he 
returned to the United States and 
travelled about the country in the in- 
terests of the American Board. He 
resumed his Eastern work and was 
missionary in charge of the Province 
nt ismidt. Turkey, where lie founded! 
a hoarding school for boys nnd estab- 
lished nn orphanage following the 
massacres of 1895 and 1896. He was in- 
strumental in saving the village of 
Bnrdizng and neighboring places near 
Constantinople from the invaders. 

Dr. Chambers’ work during the past 
ten years up to the outbreak of the 
war. was of nn important character, 
and the school at Ilardizag. where 
there were 1000 children, had been 
making great progress. Because of 
poor 'health Dr. Chamber^ returned to 
this country April 7, 1914.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


March 30, 1917 

Metropolitan Affairs committee this 
week reported favorably on two bills of 
interest to this city. One was a bill 
for $50,000 for dredging the Charles 
river and the other $40,000 for contin- 
uing the present unfinished boulevard 
on the south side of the Charles river, 
as far as Maple and Jefferson streets. 
These bills will have to pass the scru- 
tiny of the Ways and Means commit- 
tee, but Representative Weston has 
done a good job in getting a favorable 
report from his own committee. 

Friends of Hon. A. R. Weed, of this 
city chairman of the Gas and Electric 
Light commission are watching with 
some interest the bill of Representative 
Allen of this city to combine that 
commission with the Public Service 
Commission. There would be no ques- 
tion as to continuing Mr. Weed on his 
present work or on any consolidation 
which might be made, for he is one 
of the most efficient commissioners in 
the service of the state and every one 
connected with state affairs recognizes 
that fact. 

All three of our representatives voted 
with the majority in defeating the bill 
to allow amateur base ball on Sunday 
afternoon. 

Senator McPherson of this district 
has been exceedingly busy the past 
two weeks, as his chairmanship of the 
committee on Military Affairs has 
caused him to be in consultation with 
the army authorities at Washington 
He has introduced a resolve this week 
urging Congress to take action on the 
bill for compulsory military service — 
a matter which is being strongly fav- 
ored by the War Department officials. 
Senator McPherson has also drafted a 
bill on the lines of a state constabulary, 
which will probably be acceptable to 
everyone directly interested. It will 
relieve the state militia from strike 
duty and provide a mobile police force 
which can be used effectively in any 
part of the state.

He told of the census being taken of 
the autos, trucks, and horses that may 
be available in case of war. He spoke 
of the need for guards about the res- 
ervoirs. and waterways, the bridges, 
the Armory, hospital, and other public 
buildings, all of which could be sup- 
plied by the Committee on Public 
Safety. 

Families ulso must be cared for 
when husbands and fathers have goue 
to the wur. 

He said the women, organized and 
trained, could be of great assistance 
along many lines, especially in the 
making of garmeuts, knitting, the 
oversight of children while their mo- 
thers were at work, and in many other 
ways. 

A most valuable point made by Mr. 
Gureelon was that ull preparation 
would be as vuluuhle to the commu- 
nity in peace as in war, and Newton 
would be more efficiently cared for, 
could these plans be carried out. Mr. 
Gurcelon’s tulk met with u hearty re- 
sponse. 

Miss Margaret Rich of the Newton 
Welfare Bureau was the next speaker. 
She emphusized what had already been 
said in regurd to the value of u Spe- 
cial Aid Organization, und told of the 
urgent need for women to instruct mo- 
thers lu garment cutting, knitting. 


"There are many flags in many lands, 
There are flags of every hue,

On June 14, 
1777, the American Congress adopted 
the following resolution: — "That the 
flag of the thirteen united states be 
thirteen stripes, alternate red and 
white, that the union be thirteen stars, 
white in a blue field, representing a 
new constellation.” In 1817 it was 
found not to be practicable to add a 
new stripe for each new state, and an 
act was passed to establish the adding 
of one star on the admission of each 
new state. "A star for every state 
and a state for every star.” The flag 
now bears forty-eight white stars in a 
blue field, arranged in six rows of 
eight stars each.

The writer assumes that the City of 
Newton is not accused of mis-appro- 
priating funds obtained through Taxa- 
tion. 

Further, that the Credit and Honor 
of the City is to be maintained by pro- 
rata assessment, and every Dollar in 
Valuation pays its honest share of 
equal, personal responsibility. 

If this assumption be true, it is not 
a direct question of “Rate and Valua- 
tion" about which we hear so much, 
and upon which falls such weight of 
vituperation, yearly. 

It is a privilege given (and required) 
to pay a pro-rata share of an amount 
needed to cover the City Expenditure, 
and no city in the land receives a 
higher Premium. 

You huve as a city your choice 
whether valuation shall be high, and 
Rate relatively low, or Hate high and 
Valuation low, these are matters of 
city business. 

If your City has a Million to pay 
out — a Million must be paid in — and 
fixes the amount of Tax Levy, or your 
City encumbered. 

Valuation, true valuation has very 
much to do with pro-rata responsibil- 
ity ami Justice, and to under-value for 
lax reduction purpose, is not only 
fraudulent, but asking alms of fellow 
citizens who must make up the defi- 
ciency. 

Such an act should outlaw a man's 
self-respect, as it does the regard and 
admiration of those who know; as an 
honest man pays an honest tax under 
an honest statement of valuation, as 
decreed by the City of Newton.

1 read an article not long ago in one 
of the Boston papers In which the 
writer said that the people of his town 
could not have gardens on account of 
the neighbors’ boys, or hoys coming 
from some other vicinity who insists 
upon trespassing. Now it is a crying 
shame if we people of the United States 
can’t get the protection for which we 
pay and which Is our right, especially 
this year when everyone ought, for his 
own sake and for the sake of a less 
fortunate neighbor, to have a little or 
a large garden. But at no time should 
strangers of any age or sex be allowed 
to trespass upon private property. 
Never would such a thing be tolerated 
in any city or country In Europe — nev- 
er would any boy there think of taking 
such a liberty. They are brought up 
by parents who feel that they owe 
their boys and the public a duty. 

There are many such boys here, hut 
alas! there are too many of the other 
kind — utterly lawless boys. Now as 
soon as public sentiment Is strong 
enough against this outrage on our 
rights it will be stopped. In this city 
(Newton) we have unusually efficient 
police, who are eager to co-operate with 
us. All they ask is the names of the 
offenders. They will do the. rest. 

Our very splendid public school 
teachers and principals are working 
over time giving the moral instruction 
that the hoy ought to have at home — 
and that many of them do have. We 
don’t like to say that the boys of any 
particular nationality are the worst, 
hut we do say that a well-behaved hoy 
will help to uphold the honor and repu- 
tation of his district, his nationality, 
and his own parents. Any boy who in 
these trying times — or at any time — in- 
stead of helping to protect his neigh- 
bors, as every right-minded man is sup- 
posed to do, goes skulking around like 
a thief in defiance of the rights of oth- 
ers. deserves the contempt which he 
is sure to get. and should be dealt with 
like any law-breaker. 

Everybody should insist upon these 
measures being carried out. It would 
be a work in which the boy scouts cun 
help immeasurably.

MARY BAKER 

The memorial to Mary Baker Eddy, 
the Discoverer and Founder of Chris- 
tian Science, erected In Mt. Auburn 
Cemetery at Cambridge, Mass., was on 
March 24 turned over to The Christian 
Science Board of Directors by Elbert 
S. Barlow' of New’ York, w’ho had 
charge of its construction. Over a year 
and a half has been required to com- 
plete it. Christian Scientists through- 
out the world have contributed, as ex- 
pressions of sentiment, the entire cost 
of over $150,000. 

The memorial is of Bethel w’hite 
granite and consists of an open circular 
colonnade of eight columns fifteen feet 
in height surmounted by a cornice and 
cresting. The space inside the colon- 
nade is to be filled with growing flow- 
ers. The columns rest on a stylobate 
of three steps, which also rest, at one 
side, on a broad platform of Pompton 
pink granite and, at the other, which 
is about five feet lower, on a double 
flight of circular steps. These are 
flanked on each side by a large pylon. 
The pylons were exhibited a short time 
ago at the American Institute of Archi- 
tecture in New York and were pro- 
nounced by several experts to be the 
finest pieces of carved granite ever ex- 
ecuted. The detail is elaborated to an 
extent never before attempted in gran- 
ite; some of the stems and leaves are 
practically free-standing, so great is 
the relief. 

Interviewed regarding the memorial, 
the architect, Mr. Egerton Swartwout 
of New York, said: "The site is singu-

larly pleasing; in fact, I question 
whether a finer site could anywhere he 
found. It can he seen from all sides 
equally well, close at hand from the 
cemetery road, and from a quarter of 
a mile away across the lake. Indeed, 
it is this body of water which forms 
the chief beauty of the site. There is 
a drop of approximately 10 feet from 
the level of the road to the level of the 
lake, there being a natural terrace on 
the axis of the plot which lends itself 
admirably to the architectural develop- 
ment of the memorial. The lake Is un- 
usually still, and has a mirror-like qual- 
ity which reflects admirably the w’hite 
granite of w hich the memorial is made. 

"As to the memorial I think it can 
he said without contradiction that, 
leaving aside entirely any artistic ex- 
cellence, such perfection and delicacy 
have never been attained before in this 
unyielding and enduring material. 
There is certainly nothing in modern 
times that can approach it nor, as far 
as I know’, in any of the monuments of 
antiquity.” 

Mr. Swartwout designed the new 
Missouri State capitol and the new 
Federal Building in Denver, and re- 
cently won the competition for the 
new George Washington memorial. 

All that now remains to he done to 
complete the memorial to Mrs. Eddy 
is the planting for the landscape, which 
is to consist chietly of some evergreen 
plants that will preserve their form 
and leaves throughout the year, and 
some cedars and rhododendrons. 


WOMEN’S CLUBS

The business meeting of the Aub- 
urndale Woman’s Club on Tuesday 
was one of unusual interest. Reports 
of several committees were heard, in- 
cluding that of the Nominating com- 
mittee. Mrs. G. W. McNear, chairman. 
Mrs. Herron reported the work of the 
committee on American Preparedness, 
which is undertaking to catalog the 
activities of the women, girls, and 
young boys of Auhurndale, to find out 
what w’ould ho our resources as a 
community. 

Mrs. N. W. Dennett, chairman of 
the Civics committee, then took 
charge of the meeting. Three part- 
songs were effectively rendered by 
the chorus, which has been training 
for some time under the able direc- 
tion of Mrs. W. J. Spaulding. Mrs. 
W. E. Birdsall, the speaker of the af- 
ternoon. was then introduced by Mrs. 
Dennett. Her subject having been 
announced as "Immigration and its 
Import," she spoke mainly of its im- 
port. In this time of campaign for 
military preparedness she issued a 
call to urniH for civic preparedness, 
since a nation cannot he virile and 
efficient to do its part in peace or 
w’ar unless all parts of it are well 
fed, strong, and reasonably content- 
ed. The coming within recent years 
to a young democracy of 24,000,000 
immigrants, mostly from old monar- 
chies, has brought about grave 
changes, social, economic, and poli- 
tical. It has been a peaceful inva- 
sion, hut the problems are here, even 
in Newton, and must he met. In Bos- 
ton there is hunger, and terrible 
housing conditions are found. There 
is ignorance of sanitation and bewild- 
erment as to our laws and customs. 
Club women should he informed as to 
existing conditions and on legisla- 
tion. They can list the immigrants 
in their own town and befriend them. 
The personal touch is the most far- 
reaching. ♦ 

Mrs. Gurdiner Hall then made a 
stirring appeal on behalf of the Navy 
League. While the army marches 
through the streets, the navy is for- 
gotten because It Is out of sight on 
the water. The Navy League was 
started in 1900 with headquarters in 
Washington, for the purpose of arous- 
ing public opinion to the need of pro- 
viding for an adequate Navy, which 
in time of war must he our first line 
of defence. When the break witli 
Germany came Mr. Wilson accepted 
in half an hour the Navy League’s 
offer of service. The Massachusetts 
branch is working under Captuin 
ItUHh of (Charlestown. The women 
of the Commonwealth uro now asked 
to do u few’ tilings. Knitted articles 
are needed at once for men who will 
he seut out in 500 patrol bouts along 
our coust. There muy he at any time 
u call for surgical dressings. Mate- 
rials may he obtuined from Mrs. 
Charles A. Brown, 405 Wolcott street. 
The meeting dosed with the singing 
of national airs by the chorus, the uu- 
dlence joining in on the "Stur Spuu- 
glcd Banner.’'

hers and friends of the Woman’s Club 
of Newton Highlands greeted Baron- 
ess Huard on Tuesday evening in spite 
of the severe storm at the meeting of 
the club which was held in Bray Hall, 
Newton Centre. Baroness Huard told 
of her personal experiences in the 
early part of the w’ar when the German 
army took possession of her own cha- 
teau. ruining much of the beautiful 
furnishings and wantonly destroying 
things generally. Also how after the 
retreat of the Germans she converted 
it into a convalescent hospital. At 
present she is carrying on a surgical 
hospital "somewhere in France," not 
in her ow’n chateau and is in this coun- 
try soliciting funds for the purpose. 
A substantial collection was received. 
The lecture was illustrated by stereop- 
ticon. Copies of her new hook, "On 
the Field of Honor” were on sale and 
will he at the next meeting of the club, 
the proceeds to he used for the New- 
ton South Allies Association. 

Mrs. Cutler entertained the Pierian 
Club on Wednesday afternoon at the 
home of Mrs. H. E. Child. The sub- 
ject of the paper given by Mrs. Wil- 
lard w’as "Good Government" in which 
she treated of what women can do to 
improve conditions, raise public stan- 
dards and better the laws. Mrs. H. E. 
I^ocke, who has been away a good 
part of the winter gave an account of 
the Conference on Constructive Pa- 
triotism held recently in Washington 
to which Mrs. Locke was a delegate. 

The club will discontinue its pro- 
grams for the season, the meetings on 
April 4 and 18 will be held ut the 
New Red Cross headquarters, the 
members devoting themselves to that 
work. The annual meeting will oc- 
cur on April 25th.

Committer oil Recruiting mid Home 
Guards

Company C. has been recruited to 
its full war strength, namely 150, the 
recruits having passed an examina- 
tion and awaiting the call of the 
Government before being sworn in. 

General Sullivan, chairman of the 
Home Guard Committee of the State 
Committee on Public Safety, has re- 
quested that Newton furnish a com- 
pany of fifty for the State Home 
Guard. That company is under way 
and will undoubtedly be recruited to 
full strength within a few days. 

A City Home Guard has been organ- 
ized and companies are drilling in dif- 
ferent sections of the city, about 750 
men participating. 

The above work was accomplished 
through public meetings and by send- 
ing squads of soldiers with buglers 
and speakers to different sections of 
the City to rally young men to Com- 
pany C and enthuse the older men to 
enlist in the Home Guard. The com- 
pany of 50 will aw T ait orders, arms and 
equipment from the State authorities. 
The Newton Committee is prepared to 
arm and equip such men as it desires 
for active service in the city guard, 
securing of course proper authority. 


Committee on Co-ordination of Aid 
Societies

Representatives of most of the aid 
societies and women’s clubs have met 
and determined upon a course of ac- 
tion. The usual activities of those or- 
ganizations in behalf of Belgians and 
the Allies, in the making of surgical 
dressings and bandages, in Red Cross 
work, and Navy League wmrk, will not 
be interrupted. When Company C of 
Newton or any men living in Newton 
belonging in other parts of the service 
require assistance that fact will be 
reported to Mrs. Mitchell who will ap- 
portion the work among the various 
organizations. 

This work is already begun and this 
week there will be ready for Company 
C, 150 sleeveless sweaters, 150 extra 
pairs of socks. 150 comfort bags, these 
being the articles suggested by the 
Captain of the Company as being de- 
sirable.

It is also hoped that the Committee 
on Co-ordination of Aid Societies will 
see that the whole City Is covered by 
classes of first aid to the injured and 
classes for economic cooking. 

The efforts of the Newton Commit- 
tee on Public Safety, organized by 
the State and sanctioned by the New- 
ton City Government, has made rapid 
progress the past week in its work 
of recruiting the State Home Guard. 
The enrollment in the Guard, the 
duties of which are Identical with the 
work incombant upon the National 
Guard, should the local company he 
called out for service, now number 
44, and when the first drill is held 
next Friday evening, there is little 
doubt in the minds of the Home 
Guard Committee but that at least 
fifty will be present. 

The number now on the roll under- 
went a physical examination last 
Tuesday night by a delegation of 
physicians from the Newton Medical 
Club, who offered their services. On 
the evening of the first drill, which 
will he under the direction of Capt. 
John C. Mille of Newton Centre, the 
company will select its officers and 
then begin active work in military 
training. 

While the State Home Guard are 
being whipped into shape, the com- 
mittee will continue its work with the 
City Guard. The companies in the 
various sections of Newton are going 
about the work with regularity and en- 
thusiasm, and the first active work 
of those enrolled in this division will 
begin next week in patrol duty. 

The enrollment in the City Guard 
now numbers 722 and all have been 
notified by the committee the time 
and place of the drills in their respec- 
tive sections of the city. Members of 
the Recruiting Committee have been 
present at each drill seeing that a 
competent drill master has been on 
hand.

Mr. Charles Sidney Ensign, a well 
known resident of this city, died Tues- 
day noon at his home on Billings park, 
from an attack of double pneumonia. 1 
with which he was stricken last Sat- 
urday.

66. Mr. Ensign engaged in the prac- 
tice of law in Hartford and New York 
from 1S6S to 1SS5, when he came to 
Boston. He was a member of the 
Common Council of Hartford in 1S65. 
and was active in public* affairs in 
Brooklyn, which was his home while [ 
engaged in law business in New York. 
For many years Mr. Ensign was a 
resident of Watertown, and held many 
important offices, serving on the 
school committee for S years, as 
trustee and chairman of the library 
trustees for three years, and as mod- 
erator at town meetings. He repre- 
sented the town in the Massachusetts 
legislature in 1891, and was a candi- 
date for the state senate in 1S95. be- 
ing defeated by a narrow margin. He 
made his residence in Newton in 1899 . 
and has served the city as an aider- 
man for 4 years. He was active in 
affairs of Eliot Church, where he was 
clerk for 16 years, and auditor since 
1913. He was vice president of the 
Watertown Historical Society, a coun- 
cillor of the N. E. Genealogical So- 
ciety. member of the Connecticut His- 
torical Society, a director in the New- 
ton Historical Society, a director in 
the Florence Crittendon League, was 
president of the Newton Associated 
Charities for some years, and a di- 
rector in the Newton Welfare Bureau.

Tho members of the local and state 
committees on Public Safety are em- 
phasizing the extreme importance of 
the work of food production and on 
conservation. Statistics show that the 
present condition of winter wheat 
marks a new low record of production 
and is indicative of a considerable re- 
duction in flour stocks the coming 
winter. The recent shortage of pota- 
toes is well known, and there is every 
reason to believe that there will be a 
great scarcity of food next winter, un 
less unusual efforts are made this sum- 
mer to increase the normal production. 
In addition to our own consumption, 
we shall he called upon to provide 
food for the Allied countries in Eur- 
ope, and to which we must certainly 
•respond to the best of our ability. 

The Public Safety committees are, 
therefore, strongly urging every owner 
of tillable land to either cultivate it 
himself, or allow some one else to use 
it for him. One gentleman, who owns 
a fine and large estate in Dedham has 
made plans to utilize his great lawn as 
a potato field, and others will undoubt- 
edly take similar action. Every land 
owner and every tenant can do some- 
thing along these lines, for every bit of 
produce grown by the consumer him- 
self. relieves the market to that ex- 
tent, and allows just so much more 
food to be used by those who are with- 
out means of producing it themselves.

The Newton Committee on Public 
Safety report a most satisfactory re- 
sponse to their appeals for work and 
money and indication that the patriotic 
sentiment of this community has been 
aroused as never before. The great 
danger at the present time, is a grow- 
ing lack of interest in the work as time 
goes on. It is usually easy enough in 
the first burst of enthusiasm, to enlist 
plenty of assistance, but it is quite an- 
other matter to keep interest at a white 
heat for any extended period of time. 
With every prospect of months of war 
conditions in the near future, our pat- 
riotic fervor ought not to be allowed to 
cool and should become our habit, rath- 
er than a passing impulse.

GOOD ADVICE 


April 11, 1917 
To the Editor of the Newton Graphic, 
Newton, Massachusetts. 

Dear Sir: 

In these times of extraordinary 
stress that evil bird, rumor, is abroad 
among us with most unfortunate re- 
sults. Already serious injustice has 
been done in our own city by the pass- 
ing about from one to another of vague 
rumors based on suspicions only, and 
not susceptible of proof. 

While it is certainly the duty of 
every loyal citizen to be alive to the 
dangers from spies, it is a great mis- 
take for us to become the victims of 
the notion that just because some good 
neighbor was born in Germany, he 1 b 
now open to every suspicion which 
may be banded about by any irre- 
sponsible earlier immigrant. A very 
large percentage of German-Ameri- 
cans are thoroughly loyal citizens of 
this country. In spite of the very dif- 
ficult situation in which they now find 
themselves, they are and will remain 
true to their oaths of allegiance and 
to the highest standards of loyalty. 
For their sakes as well as for our own, 
the rest of us should make every ef- 
fort to protect them from unfounded 
rumors and unjust accusations. It 
seems to the writer that this is the 
most axiomatic statement, yet in cer- 
tain instances at least, it has been 
very unfortunately disregarded. 

If we truly love our country let us 
make her respected by showing in this 
crisis no hysteria or readiness to be- 
lieve the sensational for its own sake. 
Let us keep our sanity above all 
things; and let us whose Americanism 
is a matter-of-course, show' our good 
will toward those whose Americanism 
demands more sacrifices than our own, 
and who therefor ought to receive 
more than ordinary consideration from 
us. 

If we may believe the newspaper re- 
ports, Japan has set us a splendid ex- 
ample ip this respect by according to 
her German residents during these 
years of war, the most courteous and 
considerate treatment. We of the 
United States should not take a lower 
position than that of our Oriental 
friends.

He strongly ad- 
vised the hoys of the Newton High 
Schools to remain in school and give 
their best efforts to their studies for 
the present, in order that they might 
he the better fitted to serve their coun- 
try if the need should come later. In 
his opinion, a system of military train- 
ing would be of great benefit in the 
school, as the boys who were trained 
in this manner could later be called 
upon for duties similar to those of the 
militia. 

A second assembly of the Classical 
High School pupils was held Wednes- 
day morning. April 11. President Wil- 
son’s recent message to Congress was 
read in an impressive and interesting 
manner by Mr. Albert Farns worth of 
the History Department. Mr. Rich- 
mond. head of the Science Department, 
then discussed the advisability of ar- 
ranging for a system of military drill 
in the High School. He made clear 
that if the boys should organize a com- 
pany in the school, they ought certain- 
ly 10 go Into tlie matter in all serious- 
ness. In Mr. Richmond's opinion, the 
training should be under the super- 
vision of a commissioned army officer 
detailed by the State for that purpose.

Miss Alice Bradley of Miss Farmer’s 
Cooking School addressed the Social 
Science Club on Wednesday morning 
on the subject of “Food Values.” Miss 
Bradley stated that in the present 
crisis it is not probable that it will be- 
come necessary for many of us to get 
down to the 25 cents a day basis, but 
that the women whose husbands go to 
war will have difficulty to feed their 
families upon the $40 to $50 which the 
government will allow them. On this 
account strict economy will need to he 
practiced and \vo can begin by cutting 
down the waste in the kitchen. She 
explained the term caloric as the unit 
of measure or the energy which food 
gives the body and while a compara- 
tively new term, it is not a difficult 
one to understand and use. The aver- 
age person under normal conditions of 
work and exercise requires 2500 calor- 
ies of food per day to. be properly nour- 
ished and most menus arc figured upon 
that basis. In children a year-old 
should have 900, while growing boys 
often consume 5000. The diet should 
be so divided that there may lie 2250 
calories of starch, sugar and fat and 
250 of protein. A diet with too much 
protein is fraught with danger. Every 
child needs a quart of milk a day, 
while the grown person should have a 
pint all told, including that in cooked 
foods. The amount of money spent for 
fruit, vegetables and milk should he 
about equivalent to that for meat, fish 
and eggs. If the latter exceeds the 
former, some re-adjustment should he 
made in the diet. Samples of various 
foods intended to show their compara- 
tive caloric value were on exhibition 
and revealed much that was helpful. 
Miss Bradley spoke as one having au- 
thority and not as a fadist, which 
made the talk of vuluc to all, as was 
attested by the interest shown and the 
questions asked at the close. 

At the meeting of the Auburndale 
Woman’s Club on Tuesday Mrs. F. P. 
I McCormick was the soloist with Mrs, 
MacNutt* at the piano. Mrs. McCor- 
mick’s beautiful soprano is well known 
through her work for the Federation, 
and she sang with authority and in- 
sight.

“Every Man’s Natural Desire to be 
Somebody Else."

Among the beautiful numbers we're 
“Snow-Flakes,” variations from Con- 
certs In B flat, Widor’s “Scherzo from 
Symphony IV,” “Evening Bells and 
Cradle Song,” which brought ou the 
fine effects of the organ chimes and 
an original composition by Mr. Wood- 
man “Cantilene in B flat,” which was 
greatly enjoyed. 

The violin selections by Miss Brad- 
ford afforded extreme pleasure to the 
audience; of charming presence, keen, 
artistic, and extensive concert ex- 


perience, she is admirably qualified 
by nature and training to rank ns an 
artist of the first order. She re- 
ceived Instruction from Ysaye, the 
great master, has mot with markon 
success ns a concert violinist. Her 
wonderful interpretation of Rios 
"Adagio,” Schubert’s "Wiegenlled," 
and Gossec’s "Gavotte” brought out 
tho sweet and sympathetic tones of 
her beautiful Magglni violin and in 
her exquisite rendering of these mar- 
velous compositions the harmony was 
superb; the little musical instrument 
seemed to almost speak and the artist 
held her audience fairly spell bound.

THE NEED OF HOME GARDENS 

Some Facts and Figures and An Interesting Report oi the 
Work oi the Newton Committee on Food Production 


LIQUOR PERMITS DISCUSSED 

Aldermen Intend to Wait for Gov. McCall 
to Sign Pending Legislation on the Matter 


While there la widespread in- 
terest throughout Newton in the 
plnnting of home gardens, it is doubt- 
ful if many people realize the real 
seriousness of the situation ns to food 
in this country. Those who are fami- 
liar with it agree that it is the most 
serious problem confronting the 
American people today. 

Massachusetts is one of the worst 
circumstanced states in the union. 
Some 90 per cent of our population is 
in the cities and we are dependent to 
a distressing degree upon outside food 
supplies. An interruption of transpor- 
tation alone would make the situation 
serious, but added to this there 
is an actual shortage of crops 
all over the United States. In many 
parts of the west the winter wheat 
crop is only about 50 per cent of that 
of last year which was not a large 
crop. Both wheat and corn have gone 
to record figures and as the latter is 
the raw material for the meat supply, 
it means that beef, pork, chicken and 
other meats are not only high but 
scarce. The high price of grain for 
the feeding of animals is leading stock 
raisers to market their breeding ani- 
mals even. Everyone who lias breed- 
ing animals, whether cows, sheep, 
swine or chickens, should keep them 
in spite of the high cost of food, and 
there is every reason to believe that 
tli is policy would mean large profits, 
as well as being of great assistance to 
the country. 

In addition to the shortage of food 
in this country due to bad crops, there 
is a tremendous shortage of food 
stuffs all over the world. This is 
aggravated by difficulties of water 
transportation, so many cargo car 
riers having been sunk by the sub- 
marines, and so many others taken for 
governitlent use that it is impossible 
for Europe to avail itself to the best 
advantage of supplies in other parts 
of the world. For instance Great 
Britain owns immense quantities of 
wheat in Australia, but as it takes four 
times as long for a ship to make the 
round trip to Australia as it does to 
Canada or the United States, she is 
obliged, because of the limited num 
her of ships available, to rely upon 
the American and Canadian supply. 
The Russian supply, because of the 
closing of the Dardanelles and the

lack of ships for other routes, is not 
available. 

Now that the United States is at 
war on the side of the allies any re- 
lief of our own situation by refusing 
to supply England and France Is out 
of the question. It is essential that 
our allies be kept suppli6d with food. 
If they are not they cannot fight, and 
they are fighting for us as much as 
for themselves. 

Therefore, there is only one thing 
to he done and that is to increase the 
food supply in this country to the ut- 
most and every little helps. Every 
man, woman or child who raises 
vegetables or chickens is doing his 
or her bit for the nation. 

That we might do more in New 
England hardly needs argument. 
There is today under cultivation in 
New England 42 percent less land than 
there was fiifty years ago. Be- 
tween 1900 and 1910 there was an 
actual decrease in the farm acreage 
of Massachusetts of 271.122 acres, or 
nearly 10 per cent, while during the 
same time the population increased 
561,070. In the fifteen years following 
1890 the number of dairy cows in 
this state decreased from 200,650 to 
145,016, a decrease of nearly 40 per 
cent, while the population gained 65 
per cent. In the ten years ending in 
1910 the milk produced per capita 
decreased one-third and the butter 
two-tliirds. The same per capita 
story is true to a more or less degree 
the country over. These figures show 
the possibilities and necessity of in- 
creased production of food. 

In Newton this can be accomplished 
practically speaking, only by home 
gardens and every family will plant 
and cultivate for its own require- 
ments as appreciably assisting in 
this great work. The Food Supply 
Committee of the Newton Committee 
on Public Safety is organizing the 
work as fast as possible. Thousands 
of cards arc being distributed ask- 
ing first, whether the recipient will 
cultivate his land; second, whether 
he has more land than he can use 
which he will allow others to use, and 
third, whether he will use land if 
he can obtaiq it. If any of our read- 
ers have not received, or have mis 
placed these cards, and wish one it 
can be obtained from Miss Rich at the 
Newton Welfare Bureau, Claflin Block, 
Newtonville. 

The Committee is working through 
the village improvement societies in 
the several villages and application 


should be made to the officers of these 
societies for detailed information as to 
obtaining fertilizer, etc., securing men 
to plough and for advice as to how 
and what to plant. Next week we will 
go more in detail into the Commit- 
tee’s work. 


What the Committee on Food Pro- 
duction and Conservation has accom- 
plished in the nine days since its or- 
ganization has exceeded the fondest 
anticipations of the Newton Commit- 
tee on Public Safety. While Newton 
lias the State wide! reputation of be- 
ing "The Garden City* of Massachu- 
setts" this fact will be more pro- 
nounced this year than ever if the 
present enthusiasm in regard to put- 
ting to use every available piece of 
land in the city for farming purposes 
is continued. 

Chairman William M. Flanders of 
the committee lias a most enthusiastic 
crop of experts on his staff and muni- 
cipalities throughout the State are at 
the present time seeking his advice 
in order to get this work, considered 
the most important of all, in working 
order. Every night this week speak- 
ers from the Newton Committee on 
Public Safety have addressed various 
clubs of this branch of the work with 
the result that all sections of New- 
ton have entered with vigor. 

All available land suitable for farm- 
ing purposes has been listed by the 
committee and the Board of Aldermen 
have already appropriated the sum of 
$1000 for this work. Circulars have 
already been printed to be distributed 
by the Boy Scouts to every house in 
the city, and plans are now being 
made to have distributed a book on 
the essentials on farming written by 
Horace W. Hall. 

Forestry Commissioner William W. 
Colton and Alfred McDonald, a teach- 
er in the Newton Schools, will super- 
vise tlie work on the gardens and 
their expert advice will assist the 
amateurs in their work immensely. 

The Improvement Associations and 
various manufacturing plants are co- 
operating in this work. The em- 
ployes of the manufacturing organiza- 
tions have agreed to work the soil 
during their noon hour, and other 
leisure time, and the improvement so- 
cieties will see that the work under- 
taken by them will show results. 

The School^ officials will see that a 
certain portion of the school time for

There was unusual Interest taken 
in the meeting of the aldermen on 
Monday evening when action was ex- 
pected to be taken on the granting of 
pony express licenses, and on a pro- 
posed public garage at Newton Cor- 
ner. and there was a large attendance 
of interested citizens.

Ward 6. at which no one appeared. 

At the hearing on taking land for 
sewer in Old Colony road. Chestnut 
Hill, Messrs. O’Meara and Splaine 
spoke in favor saying that this de- 
velopment covered 6 lots of land, and 
would represent $750,000 valuation 
when built upon.

It Is very evident from the lark of 
interest taken .Monday evening at the 
meeting of the Aldermen on t lie mat- 
ter of making an additional appro- 
priation for collecting garbage in this 
city, that the seriousness of the situa- 
tion has not been realized by our city 
fathers.

Unless something is done 
in Newton between now and April 
30th, there is grave danger that no 
garbage will be collected after that 
time, and an intolerable nuisance 
created. Get together gentlemen, at 
once.

Dr. S. F. ('base, commander ol 
Charles Ward Post was the toastmas- 
ter and the principal address of the 
evening was given by W. J. Patterson 
i of Pittsburg, commander-in-chief of 
the Grand Army, who with his stafT 
was making arrangements for the an- 
nual encampment which will he held 
; in August in Boston. 
i Mayor Edwin O. Childs was also one 
of the speakers and in his short ad- 
dress paid a grand tribute to the pa- 
triotism and loyalty shown bv the 
young men during 1861. lie said in 
i P ar t : “The hoys of ’61 in Newton are 
i out best citizens. They love peace 
dearly but love liberty and democracy 
more. The duty performed by you 
; from ’61 to ’65 is indeed nn inspiration 
j to the youths today during the present 
'crisis. His Honor also spoke on the 
! need of military training for the 
l young men of today, which would 
teach them discipline and make better 
citizens. 

Commander Patterson paid nn excel- 
lent tribute to Miss Katherine R. A. 
Flood, who for the past several years 
has acted as secretary to the Com- 
ma nder-in-Chief of the Grand Army. 
He termed her as an “encyclopedia of 
G. A. R. knowledge’’ and of wonderful 
assistance in carrying out the work of 
the organization. 

He took for his subject “Loyalty” 
and said in part: ‘ This is the time for 
all to be loyal. Now that we are at 
war every patriot should stand by his 
colors. We can not be neutral as he 
who is neutral is against his country. 
The United States is not an enemy of 
Germany but is against Kaisarism and 
inhuman warfare, not against the peo- 
ple but against the system. The G. A. 
R. appreciates peace. We know what 
war is. but if peace cannot come 
every one of us able to shoulder a 
gun will do his just duty.” 

Daniel E. Denny. State department 
commander in his talk stated that 
Massachusetts has paid out more re- 
lief than all the other states in the 
country, and that the G. A. R. consid- 
ers Boston as the ideal place for the 
annual encampments. Mrs. Myrtie 
Best, National president of the Daugh- 
ters of Veterans gave a toast to the 
comrades. 

Colar D. L. Stowits of Buffalo, 
quartermaster-general had some very 
interesting figures regarding the 
deaths within the ranks of the G. A. 
R. annually. In 1916 alone he stated 
there were 36,269 deaths and that the 
average for the past six years has 
been about 34.000.

the students between the fourth and 
seventh grades will be devoted to 
home gardens and other necessary 
work will be laid out for the older 
scholars.

In regard to the conservation of 
food the committee has engaged the 
services of an expert teacher of econ- 
omical cooking to be employed three 
days a week throughout the city. 
Classes are now being organized in all 
sections to teach marketing, cooking, 
nutritive value and palatable serving 
of the less expensive foods. It is 
aimed to have these classes reach all 
groups of women, and the price for 
the course of eight lessons will be 
three dollars, which includes the cost 
of materials. 

Later on in the summer the com 
mittee wil instruct in canning which 
will not only be open to children, but 
to the younger people as well, who 
have had gardens and are anxious to 
conserve the garden products.

LIQUOR PERMITS DISCUSSED 

(Continued from l’age 1.) 


& Keyes, F. Gasbnrri and C. G. New- 
comb. stating that Governor McCall 
was now considering the matter of 
changing the present mandatory law 
to a permissive form and the board 
should wait for definite action on the 
matter. Alderman hidden desired 
immediate action ns he favored a con- 
tinuation of the present policy of 
granting but one license. Alderman 
Clark wanted the matter recommitted, 
Alderman llapgood called attention to 
the fact that the present nctiou was 
under existing law, Alderman Carter 
opposed recommitment. City Solicitor 
Bishop was called in and stated that 
present permit expired on April 30, 
Alderman. Clark thought no great 
hardship would result if no permit 
was in force tor the first few days in 
May, and thought the board should 
make a stand in the matter. The 
churches, he asserted, were urging 
total abstinence during the period of 
the war, and if no permit is granted 
now, it will be possible at any time 
in the future to grant one. A roll call 
was had on the matter and Aldermen 
Carter and Whidden were the only 
members to oppose recommitment. 

Alderman Hollis favored the major- 
ity report of the License committee 
granting a junk shop license to N. 
Lipschitz, stating that this was not 
a junk license to collect as the man 
was merely a junk broker buying 
wholesale from the other collectors. 
He stored no junk on his premises, 
and really benefitted the community 
in carrying the stuff out of town. 
Alderman •Brice said that Ward 2 had 
14 of the 20 licenses issued, and ought 
not to increase the number. This man 
was refused a license last year, and 
persisted in doing business, and was 
arrested, and he was the last man to 
whom any license should he granted. 
Alderman Forknall stated that the ar- 
rest came before the board refused 
to grant the license and not after- 
wards. He had placed his premises 
in splendid condition to the satisfac- 
tion of the hoard of health. The place 
had always been used by junkmen, and 
he ought to he given a chance to live. 
Alderman Clark had resolutions op- 
posing this license read from the 
Newtonville Improvement Association 
and thought the question was really 
whether or not the citizens of New- 
ton needed additional licenses of this 
kind.

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GIFT OF FLAGS 


Patriotic Service Last Sunday at Central 
Church, Newtonville ' 


On last Sunday morning, at the lime; 
of its regular service the; Central Con-' 
gregational Church In Newtonville, 
held a most Impressive service of re- 
ception and dedication of the state and 
national flags before a congregation, 
which completely filled the large audi- 
torium. 

Immediately after the usual morning 
offering Denghnusen’s new patriotic 
hymn was sung by Mr. Franklin Field 
of the choir with such sympathetic ap- 
preciation as to stir feelings of gen- 
uine patriotism in the hearts of the 
congregation. As the organist played 
tlie Star Spangled Banner, the great 
audience rose to its feet, and a group 
of twenty Boy Scouts, of the church 
boro the two flags up fho centre aisle 
Into the chancel where they stood at 
attention in a semi-circle behind the 
flags. 

Mr. Albert M. Lyon, moderator of 
the church, then presented the flags 
with these brief words: 

“Wo bring together here today na- 
tion, state and church. Their interests 
are in common: all standing for free 
government, civilization and liberty; 
all asking for service and sacrifice. 

Carried by these boys whose watch- 
word is ‘Service,’ these flags are pre- 
sented to our church in renewal of the 
unity of our church with our state and 
nation, and rededication of ourselves 
in service and sacrifice for them.” 

Rev. A. J. Muste, the pastor, re- 
sponded as follows: — 

As the minister of this church I take 
the utmost pride and pleasure in ac- 
cepting on behalf of you all these flags, 
to be placed where our eyes may often 
rest upon them as we gather to wor- 
ship God. I rejoice at this opportunity 
to pledge anew my allegiance to the 
American flag — the host flag in the 
world. If I forget thee. O America, 
let my right hand forget her cunning, 
let my tongue cleave to the roof of 
my mouth, if I remember thee not — 
that is the deepest thought and senti- 
ment of my heart. Wo may differ as 
to the way in which Christians may 
and must serve the nation. We are 
agreed that we must all now and ever 
render the best, most conscientious 
service of which we are capable to the 
great state and the real nation, of 
which we are citizens. 

It is titling that these flags should 
he placed in the church — fitting for 
one thing, because they are good flags 
that stand for many good things. As 
we look upon them from Sunday to 
Sunday, they will speak to us of the 
Pilgrim Fathers, of noble pioneers, of 
George Washington and Abraham Lin- 
coln; they will speak to us of freedom, 
of heroism, of equal laws, of opportun- 
ity, of Christianity; they will speak to 
us of noble American achievements of 
the past and the present, and of still 
nobler American ideals. 

And that leads to the observation 
that it is fitting these flags should be 
placed here because we want them to 
become still better flags standing for 
still nobler things. The Church stands 
for the Kingdom of God, a human so- 
ciety in which love shall he supreme 
over all men and in all the relations of 
life. No nation on earth has yet at- 
tained that ideal. Our high calling as 
American Christians is ever to strive 
to lift America up to it. Only as we do 
that, love the America that is to be 
even more than the America that is, 
are we truly loyal to the flag? 

God bless, guard from all evil and 
inspire to all good the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts and the United States 
of America. 


Mr. Wallace C. Boydcn then gave the 
following response for tin congnga- 
I’ion: 

"It Is my pleasant privilege to ac- 
cept. on behalf of this congregation, 
these beautiful imnners of the nation 
and the commonwealth. We do this 
with grnteful recognition of all that 
they symbolize and have cost in the 
history of our country and at the same 
time with a clear appreciation of their 
profound significance at this time of 
great crisis In the world’s history. 
They come to us at. this Easter season, 
which we trust is a happy omen, fore- 
shadowing the early coming of the 
glorious dawn after the dark night of 
horror and doubt which has hung over 
the world these many months, and 
which still saddens our hearts with Its 
dreadful blackness. 

It is eminently fitting that these em- 
blems of liberty should hang in our 
church. In the Church because our 
Lord and Master came upon earth that 
men “might have life nnd have it. more 
abundantly." In a Congregational 
Church because our forefathers whei 
they landed on the shores of this old 
Bay State three hundred years ago, 
founded both a nation and a church 
based on the principles of true democ- 
racy. 

We in this particular branch of the 
Congregational Church have always 
tried to recognize our heritage from 
the past and true to the traditions of 
our Pilgrim faith. Our leaders have 
been men filled with the spirit of our 
Lord and Master, with deep spiritual 
insight and earnestness, thoroughly 
loyal to truth and honor, never more 
true in the history of the Church than 
at the present time. 

Through many struggles and much 
sacrifice our nation has risen to he the 
leading representative of democracy 
the world over. Ours is, therefore, a 
great and responsible trust. The mov- 
ing of the spirit of freedom in the 
hearts of other people all over the 
world has led up to the present titanic 
struggle between autocracy and democ- 
racy. which we hope and believe is the 
beginning of the end of all autocracy 
on the face of the earth. 

Our peace-loving chief, like his great 
predecessor Abraham Lincoln, in the 
face of a great crisis, has tried every 
means at his command to secure a 
peaceful solution of the problem as far 
as it concerns us, but in vain. He now 
calls upon this great people to rise as 
one man in support of the right, and to 
give of its vast resources and of itself 
for that purpose. We will not be false 
to our sacred trust. We will not re- 
nounce our cardinal Christian ideal of 
the brotherhood of man. Our response 
is willing and prompt. We take our 
stand beside our brethren of that na- 
tion from whose stock we have sprung, 
beside that people who came loyally to 
our assistance in our struggles for free- 
dom, and shoulder to shoulder with all 
our brethren the world over, who are 
striving for that more abundant life 
wiiich we have been enjoying for so 
long. 

We accept these flags as symbolizing 
that liberty with wiiich the truth 
makes us free, as standing for that 
conduct of man’s affairs and his life 
among men which will most quickly 
usher in the universal Kingdom of 
God.” 

The special service closed with the 
singing of America, after which the 
audience were seated, and listened to 
an inspiring sermon on the theme. 
“Recruits Wanted.”

Party-Line Consideration 

A party line is a single circuit, shared in common by two or 

more subscribers. It is not reserved for a single user and 
should be used on the share-and-sharc-alike basis. 

On a 4-party line, it is possible for all four stations to try to 
talk out on the same circuit at the same time. There is also 
the liability of all four station being wanted at the same time 
to receive incoming calls. 

Therefore, there are special considerations which the Public 
Service Commission and telephone company both urge a party ! 
line user to keep in mind: 

1. Long conversations prevent the use of the line by other 
subscribers; therefore party line talks should be as brief 
as possible 

2. Whenever another party line subscriber requests the 
use of the line for an emergency, courtesy should 
prompt the first user temporarily to give up the use of 
the line. 

3. Whenever a party line subscriber takes the receiver 
from the hook and finds the line in use. the receiver 
should be replaced at once in a careful manner. 

4. At the end of a conversation the receiver should be re- 
placed upon the hook immediately, otherwise the other 
subscriber cannot signal the central office.

"Modern Sculpture” was the subject 
of the paper presented by Miss Fanny 
M. Adams on Wednesday morning be- 
fore the Social Science Club. Miss 
Adams began by saying, that since 
the days of Michel Angelo there hns 
been a great deal of talent but little 
genius in sculpture. Artists were con- 
tent to echo an earlier art with no 
attempt to realize nature afresh. The 
years following the bnttles of Mara- 
thon and Salamis produced In Greece 
the golden age of sculpture, but not 
so the period after the French Revo- 
lution. One sculptor, Francois Rude, 
absorbed the patriotic spirit generated 
by it and found means to express it 
in marble. Commissioned to do all 
the important sculpture for the 
Arc de Triomphc. the intrigues of 
rivals deprived him of all but one 
group, the Song of Departure, gener- 
ally known as the Marseillaise. Rude’s 
pupil, Carpeaux, is another French 
man who refused to be tramelled by 
the* conventions of tin* academic 
now nt the age of 76, hns taken 
his place at the head of modern 
sculpture ns n man of ripe achieve- 
ment. Considerable attention was 
given to the life and work of Rodin 
and that of Meunier, and of Arstidc 
Maillol were mentioned. In England 
the 19th century produced but one 
sculptor, Alfred Stevens, who al- 
though a great genius is practically 
unknown. In our own country the 
work of St. Gaudens was referred to. 
All these artists, she said, are ani- 
mated alike by one motive, to emanci- 
pate themselves from false standards 
of the academic school and to return 
to naturalism. 

"Not only modern music and poetry 
reflect the spirit of the nge, but sculp- 
ture as well, though at times crude 
and overstepping the limits of its 
are, gives us something of the pas- 
sionateness and richness of modern 
life."

The production of food is as nec- 
essary and vital to this country as 
that of powder this year. 

The Committee on the Conservation 
and Production of Food, organized by 
the Newton Committee of Public Safe- 
ty. is attempting to systematize the 
home garden work in this city and to 
be of assistance to the people of New- 
ton. What it hns done along these 
lines it wishes to place before the 
people and to assure them that it can 
and will help in many ways. 

In the first place, for the better 
handling of the problem the commit- 
tee has decided to work through the 
village improvement societies in the 
several villages and refers in the first 
instance inquiries to the presidents of 
those societies ns follows: —

There being no improvement 
society in West Newton, the work has 
been undertaken by the Men’s Club, a 
special committeee of which has been 
appointed as follows: — Robert Chap- 
man.

street; Dana Libby and Ralph E. 
Hatch. 

What Help ('an Re Given 
A number of the village improve- 
ment associations have already ar- 
ranged with practical farmers who 
w'tll examine land which citizens pro- 
pose to put into gardens and tell them 
what will best grow on the land, and 
how’ it should be cultivated and fer- 
tilized. The other associations are ar- 
ranging for this as fast as possible. 

In addition, the Committee on Food 
Conservation proposes to employ sev- 
eral practical men to supplement the 
work of the local associations and as- 
sist them and the people of the vil- 
lages with this sort of advice. 

The Newton Improvement Associa- 
tion is holding conferences each eve- 
ning between 7.30 and 8.30 o’clock at 
the Newton Free Library, where ques- 
tions will be answered and assistance 
arranged for. 

A number of the associations are 
prepared to tell inquirers to whom to 
apply for plowing and harrowing. 
They can also make suggestions as to 
securing labor. 

The Newton Centre Association has 
arranged to have office hours between 
4 and 6 o’clock every afternoon, ex- 
cepting Saturday, at the office of the 
B. S. Hatch Company, in the Bray 
Block, where information may be ob- 
tained. 

Fertilizer and Seeds 
The Committee on Food Conserva- 
tion invited bids from local dealers for 
the supplying of fertilizer. The low- 
est received for fertilizer recommend- 
ed was from the B. S. Hatch Company, 
which is prepared to deliver anywhere 
in Newton fertilizer 4-10 for $1.75 a 
hundred pounds and 5-10 for $1.95 a 
hundred pounds. This fertilizer does 
not contain potash but the committee 
feels that, as a large part of the land 
cultivated this year will be newly 
broken up. these fertilizers of which 
5-10 is the strongest in ammonia will

Render* of the Graphic arc remind- 
ed that the election of delegates to the 
coming Constitutional Convention 
takes place next Tuesday in this city 
and that it is of the utmost import- 
ance that only the best men should 
he chosen. 

So far as the delegates nt large are 
concerned, we print in another col- 
umn a list of gentlemen who have 
thus far refused to commit them- 
selves to the proposition that the 
initiative and referendum is the only 
important question before the conven- 
tion. and for that reason alone have 
shown an independence of action 
which should he approved by the 
voters of a city like Newton. The 
great trouble with sending men com- 
mitted to but one subject, is the temp- 
tation that such delegates will have 
to trade their votes on other and prob- 
able fnr more important matters, in 
order to get other votes for their pet 
hobby. This applies with equal force 
of course to delegates committed to' 
the anti-sectarian amendment, or any 
other so called issues of the day. I 
Delegates pledged to one issue ought , 
to be studiously avoided if the best 
results are to be obtained by the 
convention. 

For Congressional delegates, we 
expect that Newton voters will give 
their support to the two Newton can- 
didates. ex-Congressman Samuel L. 
Powers and Rev. Dr. Anderson. We 
also suggest that the candidacies of 
Mr. Frederick P. Fish of Hrookline. 
Henry S. Dennison of Framingham. 
Walton A. Green of Weston, and of 
ex-Lieut. Gov. Robert Luce of Wal- 
tham be carefully considered. It 
should be remembered that Mr. Bird 
is not the former Progressive candi- 
date for governor, but his son. and 
that he is practically an unknown 
quantity in political matters. Mr. 
Daly is too close a friend of the ad- 
vocates of the initiative and the 
referendum to suit Newton ideas. An 
excellent ticket to vote next Tuesday 
would be Mr. Powers, Mr. Fish, Mr. 
Dennison, and Mr. Green, with Mr. 
Luce as an alternative in case any 
individual has any objection to those 
first named. 

For city delegates, we can only re- 
peat what we said at the primary last 
month, that all of the candidates are 
personal friends of the editor, and that 
any slate of three from the six can- 
didates would serve the city with 
ability and honor.

DEATH OF MIL GLOVER 


The many friends of Mr. Albert 
Seward Glover, for many years a 
resident of this city, were shocked to 
learn of his death on Monday after- 
noon. He was found near the First 
Church of Boston, at Marlboro and 
Berkeley streets, with a severe bullet 
wound, evidently self inflicted, and 
died before he could be taken to the 


Boston City Hospital. ■ No reason is 
known for this unexpected act. 

Mr. Glover was born in Boston April 
6. 1855, and educated in the public 
schools of Brookline and Newton, 
graduating from Newton High in 1873, 
and continuing his studies at M. I. T.. 
in 1874 and 1875. For four years af- 
ter leaving Technology he was en- 
gaged in construction work on the 
Sudbury River Aqueduct of the Boston 


Water Works, resigning in 1879 to he- 1 
come Water Registrar of the city of 
Newton. He filled this office until 
1889, when he became secretary and 
N. E. Sales Agent of the Mersey Manu- 
facturing Company of South Boston, 
manufacturers of water meters. Mr 
Glover was also Clerk of the Newton 
Common Council from 1882 to 1887 in- 
clusive. 

He was a member of the N. E 
Water Works Association, the Ameri- 
can Water Works Association. Boston 
Society of Civil Engineers. Brae Burn 
Country Club, Tedesco Country Club. 
Engineers Club of Boston, the Boston 
City Club, the Hunnewell and Middle- 
sex Clubs, and the Alumni Association 
M. I. T. 

He is survived by a widow who was 
Miss Mary Wales Robinson and one 
daughter. Miss Mary Wales Glover, 
who reside at the Hollis. 

He is also survived by three sisters. 
Mrs. W. W. Hawkes of Amesbury. 
Mass.. Mrs. Fred W. Johnson of New- 
ton Highlands, and Mrs. Charles H. 
Chambers of New York City. 

Newton Cemetery chapel was filled 
with many friends and relatives at 
the funeral services which were held 
on Wednesday afternoon. The casket 
was completely buried under the many 
beautiful flowers. The services were 
in charge of Rev. G. Charles Gray, 
pastor of the Newton Methodist 
Church and the interment followed in 
the Newton Cemetery.

THE GARBAGE QUESTION 

Aldermen Refuse fo Increase Appropriation for 
the Work, and Authorize $13,000 lor Collection 


The seriousness of the garbage sit- 
uation in tills city was realized this 
week when Mayor Childs called a spe- 
cial meeting of the aldermen on Mon- 
day night to consider the matter. 
Only one member, Alderman Harris, 
was absent. A long discussion fol- 
lowed the recommendation of Mayor 
Childs that the sum of $15,666.67 be 
appropriated for the work the present 
year. This sum is precisely the same 
ns that previously recommended by 
the Mayor, and which the board turn- 
ed down on April 16th. This figure 
is based on the amount of the present 
contract, $13,000 per year until April 
30 and at the rate of $17,000 per year 
for the remainder of 1917, based on 
new figures of the present contractor. 

The Finance committee recommend- 
ed an appropriation of $13,000 for 
this work with authority to expend 
$6000 of this appropriation before 
June 15th. Alderman Winslow said 
he had been assured by the Chairman 
of the Board of Health that the work 
would be done in some sort of fashion 
on whatever sum the aldermen might 
appropriate. He believed that the 
Health Department should obtain 
other bids at once and favored the 
passage of a resolution from the Fi- 
nance committee to the effect that the 
present recommendation was exces- 
sive for contract work and requesting 
the Mayor to submit further recom- 
mendations based on the receipt of 
new bids. Alderman Blake also want- 
ed the department to obtain new bids, 
saying it was a most common prac- 
tise to reject all bids and ask for new. 
Alderman McCarthy gave some inter- 
esting figures relative to costs in Wal- 
tham, and called attention to the 
great increase in the cost of this work 
in Newton during the past 6 years, or 
300 per cent, and wanted to know why 
the board of health had rejected one 
bid averaging $11,000 for this work, 
and declared he believed it was the 
intention of this board not to allow an 
exhorbitant sum for garbage collec- 
tion. 


His motion that Dr. Curtis be re- 
quested to attend the meeting was de- 
feated by a vote of 10 to 9. 

The order was then passed unani- 
mously. 

Alderman Murphy opposed the pas- 
sage of the resolution, however, as he 
did not believe the recommendation of 
the mayor was excessive. He gave 
figures prepared by the Street Depart- 
ment to the efTect that it would cost 
that department $23,954 a year to col- 
lect garbage, with an income from the 
sale at the city line of $9,435, a net 
cost of $14,519. This he said was 
based on a $2.50 day and if $3. had to 
be paid the net cost would be $16,710. 
This averaged fairly well with Wal- 
tham. where he said it cost $7000 for 
half the number of teams needed in 
Newton. 

Alderman McCarthy called atten- 
tion to the fact that the present bid 
was even higher than that of the 
Street Department, and said that he 
favored contract work, but when con- 
tract figures became unusual, the 
work should be done by the city. Al- 
derman Murphy said the equipment 
cost for the city would be $9,656. Al- 
derman Blake said that Waltham had 
been offered $4800 for its garbage de- 
livered at the city line and that not 
enough garbage is being produced at 
the present time to satisfy the de- 
mand. He knew of a man who stood 
ready to invest a large sum in estab- 
lishing a pig farm if he could be as- 
sured of enough garbage. Alderman 
Whidden thought the board of health 
ought to have a free hand to work the 
matter out. 

The resolutions were then adopted 
with a few dissenting voices and af- 
ter granting several permits to use 
private garages the board adjourned 
at 8.55. 

The board of health has arranged 
for a continuation of the present sys- 
tem of collecting garbage until June 
15.

It is rumored about the State 
House that the state tax will take a 
jump this year of five or six million 
dollars, and as Newton pays about 
2 per cent of that sum. it will easily 
be seen that something like $100,000 
will be added to the tax burden of 
this city. It is also interesting to 
note that the Legislature has passed 
the bill to increase from $1" to $14 
the maximum amount to be paid un- 
der the workmen’s compensation law. 
Representative Jarvis voted for this 
bill and Representatives Allen and 
Weston opposed it. The House has 
also passed the bill to reduce the 
waiting period from 10 to 7 days, be- 
fore compensation is paid for in- 
juries. all three of our representa- 
tives voting against this bill. Both 
of these measures will add a consid- 
erable sum to the cost of this work in 
Newton. 

The bill to allow lump sum settle- 
ments under the Workmen’s Com- 
pensation act has been rejected. 

The county tax for Middlesex 
County will be $827,415.45. as against 
$S50.353.79. a gratifying decrease in 
these days of increasing costs. 

Bills have been introduced by 
Mayor Childs to authorize the city to 
take by eminent domain the land re- 
cently offered the city at West New- 
ton for City Hall purposes, and to al- 
row private lands for purposes of cul- 
tivation in war periods.

Taking note of the attractive calen 
dars given away by one of our banks 
last December, I inquired of the cash 
icr what they cost. He told me they 
were giving away 700 calendars and 
that each calendar cost 3G cents. 

I made the same inquiry at our other 
tw'o banks and was told that one had 
ordered 400 calendars for free distri- 
bution. The average cost of the calen 
dars given away by the three banks 
w’as 34 cents. * 

In making a local mention of the 
calendars given away by the banks it 
occurred to me I had better make the 
item complete and include all the 
firms in Cadiz that were giving away 
calendars. This I did and was 
tounded to learn that some of the busi- 
ness houses were giving away as many 
as 1,200 calendars, others 1,000 and 
quite a number had given aw’ay from 
100 to 500. The average cost I found 
to be about 12 cents, although many 
firms had given away calendars that 
cost as much us 58 cents each. The 
flouring mill gave away 100 calendars 
that cost 75 cents each, as well as 
1,000 smaller ones that cost 22 cents 
each. 

An Enormous Basle 

My totals showed that Cadiz busi- 
ness linns had given aw’ay 9,000 cal- 
endars, an average of four and one- 
half calendars to each resident of the 
town. Of course many were given to 
customers living outside of Cadiz. 
These calendars cost in excess of 
$1,000. And some of the firms that 
gave away about $50 in calendars 
never spend a cent for newspaper ad- 
vertising. 

This interested ine, so I continued 
my investigation as to the number of 
calendars given away by business 
firms in this county outside of Cadiz. 
This increased the number of free cal- 
endars to over 15,000, costing about 
$1,000. The population of the country 
is only 20,000, so It would appear that 
three out of every four men, women 
and children in the country received 
a calendar. 

In collecting material for my calen- 
dar article I found out some facts that I 
ought to discourage merchants from I 
this sort of thing. One bank cashier 
told me that five of their thirty-six 
cent calendars went to a fumily thut 
never hud a cent on deposit in the 
hunk. Different members of the fum- 
ily asked for them becuusu they hud 
four different styles or pictures. 

I found that some of the largest 
business houses had discontinued the 
practice, having leurued by experience 
it was the most expensive kind of ad- 
vertising known. 

Proof of the Pudding 

Testing the comparative merits of 
advertising through the newspapers 
and advertising with calendars, I ask 
ed ten people the name on the calen- 
dar they had made use of during 1916. 
Only one person answered without 
any hesitation. Seven out of the ten 
counldn’t tell what firm’s advertise- 
ment appeared on the calendar. 

Five stated they remembered getting 
calendars from several firms, but 
couldn’t tell which firm’s calendar 
they used.

PACKING TIIE JURY FOR THE 

CONVENTION 


(Written for the Boston Herald) 

The case of the People of Massachu- 
setts vs. the Colnpulsory Initiative and 
Referendum was next on the docket in 
the Court of the Constitutional Con- 
vention, Mr. Justice Public Opinion 
presiding. 

The Court — What is the charge, Mr. 
Voter? 

Atty-Gen. Voter An attempt to de- 
stroy the system of representative 
democracy which for 137 years haH 
been the bulwark of political and re- 
ligious liberty' in this Commonwealth. 
It is a capital offense, your honor. 

The Court — Very well, Mr. Voter. 
Let the jury he empanelled. 

The Clerk— Mr. Candidate for Dele- 
gate to the Constitutional Convention. 

The Court — Mr. Candidate, have you 
formed an opinion with reference to 
the guilt or Innocence of this defend- 
ant? 

A. — I have, your honor. 

Q. — Is it an opinion that would pre- 
vent you from rendering a verdict 
solely upon the evidence presented in 
this court? 

A. — It is. your honor. 

Q. — You mean that you would hold 
to the opinion you have formed even 
though the weight of the evidence pre- 
sented here might he against it? 

A.- Yes, your honor, I am pledged 
to find in favor of the Compulsory 
Initiative and Referendum no matter 
what evidence may bo produced 
against it in the Court of the Con- 
stitutional Convention. 

The Court — You are totally unfit, 
sir, to sit upon this jury. You may 
step down. 

Atty-Gen. Voter — Just a moment, 
your honor. May I ask the juror a 
question? 

The Court — Certainly. 

Atty-Gen. Voter — Mr. Candidate, you 
say you are pledged to find for the 
Initiative and Referendum regardless 
of the evidence? 

A. — Yes, sir. 

Q.;—Do you know of others seeking 
places on this jury who are likewise 
pledged? 

A. — Yes, sir. 

Q. — Now, sir, to whom are you 
pledged? 

A. — To the Union for a Progressive 
Convention, sir. They told us that un- 
less we pledged ourselves to find for 
the Initiative and Referendum, re- 
gardless of any evidence that might 
be produced in this court, we would 
not he allowed to sit on this jury. 

Atty-Gen. Voter — That will do, Mr. 
Candidate. Your honor, we have here, 
it seems to me, evidence of a very 
grave offense — a conspiracy to pack 
the jury which is to try this case 
upon which the life of our system of 
government may depend. I shall ask, 
your honor, for warrants for the ar- 
rest of these jurors and the gentlemen 
who sought to influence their verdict. 

Atty. Political Demagog — I protest, 
your honor. The Union for a Pro- 
gressive Convention represents the 

people and has a perfect right to 

The Court — Who appointed them the 
people’s representatives? 

Atty. Demagog — Why — why — your 
honor — they are very prominent men 

whom the people trust 

The Court — Self-appointed repre- 
sentatives of the people, aren't they? 

Atty. Demagog — In a sense, your 
honor 

The Court — Sit down, Mr. Demagog. 
No self-appointed representatives of 
the people can tamper with justice in 
this court. Mr. Attorney-General, 
your request will be granted. Mean- 
time. see that new jurors are sum- 
moned forthwith. The jury em- 
panelled to try this case must be a 
jury of open-minded, independent 
men, men who will have a strict re- 
gard for the rights of the people and 
will render a verdict in accord with 
their honest judgment of the evidence 
here presented.

FIRE PREVENTION, AND TIIE 
HIGH COST OF LIVING 

— 

Vast Quantities of Grain and Other 

.Staples Go Up In the Smoke of 
Unnecessary Eire* 

Few people realize how directly the 
much discussed "High Cost of Liv- , 
ing" is influenced by America’s ex- 
cessive Are waste. A recent nation- j 
wide analysis of fires and fire causes 
has shown enormous destruction of | 
common staples. Single fires in ele- 
vators and mills frequently consume i 
the equivalent of a living for a small j 
army of people. For example, a re- 
cent blaze in an Illinois elevator ren- 
dered 700,00 m bushels of corn unfit for [ 
human food, and also destroyed 300,000 
bushels of oats. 

Grain elevators, flour, cereal, grist 
and feed mills present well known ! 
elements of Are hazard in that they 
are subject to explosions of the highly 
explosive dust that results from hand- 
ling or milling grain. These disasters 
also cost many lives; a dust explosion 
in a Buffalo mill, in 1913, resulted in 
over thirty fatalities. A short time 
ago the United States Department of 
Agriculture made a study of the fre- 
quent explosions in grain separators 
in the Big Bend country of the North- 
west, and found that in the height of 
the season these reached from six to 
ten a day, the flame from such explo- 
sions in a large number of cases 
spreading into the surrounding grain 
with destructive results. 

Individual barn fires add enormous- 
ly to this total. Throughout most of 
the country the season of thunder 
storms follows closely upon that of 
harvest, and thousands of barns, 
stored with potential food, go up in 
flames each year because of lightning. 
These fires must be clossed as largely 
preventable, since statistics compiled 
by the Actuarial Bureau of the Nation- 
al Board of Fire Underwriters show 
that of the total fire loss from light- 
ning, more than 92 per cent, is 
found where lightning rods are not 
used. 

The spontaneous combustion of hay 
and grain in poorly ventilated barns is 
another big factor which might large- 
ly be prevented by proper precautions. 

When to such items are added the 
fires in grain fields from locomotive 
sparks, and from the matches of care- 
less smokers, it may be realized that 
a vast amount of foodstuff is turned 
into clouds of smoke, instead of human 
bone and muscle. This inevitably has 
its effect upon the price of the remain- 
der. 

Most people depend upon groceries 
for their food, and the average gro- 
cery. containing, as it does, stocks ol 
kerosene and other inflammable mer- 
chandise. is a special instance of fire 
hazard. This is shown by the great 
number that are consumed during each 
year, and each grocery fire subtracts 
a definite quantity of staples from the 
national supply. 

Meat supplies are directly affected 
by the large number of live stock 
burned in fires in barns and stables, 
and also by the many fires in packing 
houses, slaughter houses, etc. 

The same condition holds true with 
other staples than those of food. In 
two years there were reported S22 fires 
in wool and cotton mills. Cotton is a 
commodity which is particularly sub- 
ject to disastrous fires. This also ap- 
plies in a marked degree to the refin- 
ing. storing and handling of oil — one 
of our commonest daily requirements. 

The supply of wood enters into many 
phases of our living necessities. In 
New York State alone 200,000 people 
are employed in turning out an annual 
product of nearly $400,u00,00o in wood 
manufactures. Striking at the basis 
of this great industry, hundreds of hu- 
man lives, and millions of dollars’ 
worth of property are destroyed each 
year by forest fires, which might be 
prevented with proper care. The Na- 
tional Forest Service, in one year dis- 
covered 1.126 forest fires to have been 
caused by campers; 1.110 by locomo- 
tive sparks, and 470 by incendiaries. 
The burning of saw mills, lumber 
yards, furniture and wooden ware fac- 
tories and stores is too frequent to 
call for special comment. Similar sur- 
veys might be made in other fields of 
staples included in the cost of living. 

Back of all of this loom the larger 
aspects of the situation. With an av- 
erage of more than one reported fire 
for every minute of the year, and a 
daily destruction approximating $600,- 
000, the United States is subjected to 
an economic drain that affects every 
detail of its business and social life, 
and is a large, though unrecognized 
factor, in the cost of all commodities. 
Furthermore, it cannot be overlooked 
that a vast number of people are in- 
terrupted in employment, and hence 
in earning power, from the same 
cause. 

It is at least an interesting coinci- 
dence that the historic panic of 1S73 
followed the Chicago conflagration of 
1871, and that of Boston, in 1S72; 
while the more recent panic of 1907 oc- 
curred in the year succeeding San 
Francisco’s great fire. 

If America were to reduce her fire 
losses to the fractional figures of most 
other countries it can hardly be doubt- 
ed that the cost of living would be 
materially lowered. It must never be 
forgotten that 21.4 per cent, of this 
annual bonfire is duo to strictly pre- 
ventable causes, 37.9 per cent, to those 
which are partly preventable, and that 
the remaining 40.7 per cent, from "un- 
known” causes is probably largely pre- 
ventable.

Party-Line Consideratio 

A party line is a single circuit, shared in common y two or 

more subscribers. It is not reserved for a single user and 
should be used on the share-and-share-alikc basis. 

On a 4-party line, it is possible for all four stations to try to 
talk out on the same circuit at the same time. There is also 
the liability of all four station being wanted at the same time 
to receive incoming calls. 

Therefore, there are special considerations which the 1‘ublic 
Service Commission and telephone company both urge a party 
line user to keep in mind: 

1. Long conversations prevent the use of the line by other 
subscribers; therefore party line talks should be as brief 
as possible 

2. Whenever another party line subscriber requests the 
use of the line for an emergency, courtesy should 
prompt the first user temporarily to give up the use of 
the line. 

3. Whenever a party line subscriber takes the receiver 
from the hook and finds the line in use. the receiver 
should be replaced at once in a careful manner. 

4. At the end of a conversation the receiver should be re- 
placed upon the hook immediately, otherwise the other 
subscriber cannot signal the central office.

Taking note of the attractive calen- 
dars given away by one of our banks 
last December, I inquired of the cash 
icr what they cost. He told me they 
were giving away 700 calendars and 
that each calendar cost 36 cents. 

I made the same inquiry at our other 
two banks and was told that one had 
ordered 400 calendars for free distri- 
bution. The average cost of the ealen 
dars given away by the three banks 
was 34 cents. 

In making a local mention of the 
calendars given away by the banks it 
occurred to me I had better make the 
item complete and include all the 
firms in Cadiz that were giving away 
calendars. This I did and was as- 
tounded to learn that some of (he busi- 
ness houses were giving away as many 
as 1,200 calendars, others 1,000 ami 
quite a number had given away from 
100 to 500. The average cost I found 
to he about 12 cents, although many 
linns had given away calendars that 
cost as much as 58 cents each. The 
flouring mill gave away 100 calendars 
that cost 75 cents each, as well as 
1,000 smaller ones that cost 22 cents 
each. 

An Enormous Waste 

My totals showed that Cadiz busi- 
ness firms had- given away 9,000 cal- 
endars, an average of four and one- 
half calendars to each resident of the 
town. Of course many were given to 
customers living outside of Cadiz. 
These calendars cost in excess of 
$1,000. And some of the firms that 
gave away about $50 in calendars 
never spend a cent for newspaper ad- 
vertising. 

This interested me, so I continued 
my investigation as to the number of 
calendars given away by business 
firms in this county outside of Cadiz. 
This increased the number of free cal- 
endars to over 15,000, costing about 
$1,000. The population of tiie country 
is only 20,000, so it would appear that 
three out of every four men, women 
and children in tiie country received 
a calendar. 

In collecting material for rny calen- 
dar article I found out some facts that 
ought to discourage merchants from 
this sori of thing. One bank cashier 
told me that five of their thirty-six 
cent calendars went to a family that 
never had a cent on deposit in the 
hank. Different members of the fam- 
ily asked for them because they had 
four different styles or pictures. 

I found that some of the largest 
business houses hud discontinued tiie 
practice, huving learned by experience 
it was the most expensive kind of ad- 
vertising known. 

Proof of I lie Pudding 

Testing the comparative merits of 
advertising through tiie newspapers 
ami advertising with calendars, I ask 
ed ten people the name on the calen- 
dar they hud made use of during 1916. 
Only one person unswered without 
any hesitation. Seven out of the ten 
counldn't tell what firm’s advertise- 
ment appeared on the calendar. 

Five stated they remembered getting 
calendars from several firms, but 
couldn't tell which firm's culendar 
they used.

These have been printed and will be 
furnished by the committee to the vil- 
lage Improvement societies in such 
numbers ns they enn use to advan- 
tage. Anyone proposing to have a 
garden should apply to his local asso- 
ciation for a copy of this bulletin. 

Preventing Theft 

The committee proposes to do all 
In its power to prevent theft from gar- 
dens in this city. A special trespass 
notice will be prepared and furnished 
to gardeners. Furthermore, the Com- 
mittee. with the hearty co-operation 
of the police, will prosecute cases of 
theft from gardens and invites the as- 
sistance of all good citizens in this 
work. He is a mean man who would 
steal the fruits of another’s patriotic 
labors and if caught may expect no 
mercy in Newton this year. 

General Directions 

The Committee on Food Production 
and Conservation strongly urges all 
those interested to communicate in the 
first instance with their local im- 
provement associations. It desires 
for the associations and for itself vol- 
unteers who are practical gardeners 
who will be willing to advise their 
neighbors as to the best methods of 
planting and cultivation. All such 
who can make a little time will be do- 
ing a patriotic work by offering their 
services. 

The secretary of the committee is 
Miss Margaret E. Rich. Her office is 
room 2. Central Block. Newtonville, 
Mass., and her telephone number is 
Newton North 2381. If the desired in- 
formation cannot be obtained from the 
local associations, communicate with 
Miss Rich. 


The Newton Committee on Public 
Safety, besides being the first organi- 
zation in the State to recruit its local 
company In the National Guard to 
War strength, was also the first to file 
at the State House its unit to the 
State Guard. Gen. James G. White, 
chairman of the Recruiting Committee 
filed the list bearing seventy signatures 
of residents willing to serve the State 
in the same capacity of the National 
Guard the day after the order- was 
passed. 

The minimum number allowed to a 
company was sixty men, but if the 
present enthusiasm is any criterion, 
Newton will have available for use at 
the discretion of the Governor in case 
of trouble, at least two companies of 
sixty men each, and possibly a battal- 
ion made up of 240 men and seventeen 
officers. 

Before the unit could be filed at the 
State House It was necessary to se- 
cure the signatures of His Honor, the 
Mayor and the members of the Board 
of Aldermen, and Gen. White in order 
that Newton’s unit would he at the 
disposal of the State at the earliest 
possible moment, secured the signa- 
tures by visiting each hqnte of the 
members of the City Government. 

Brig. Gen. Samuel I). Parker, In- 
spector General of the State Guard 
made an official visit to Newton on 
Tuesday night and inspected the local 
guard. He was very much pleased 
with the work of the 88 men on the 
floor and also C'apt. John C. DeMille, 
who is commander of the company. 

The State Guard is now practically 
out of the hands of the local commit- 
tee and under the direction of the 
State. It is expected that the neces- 
sary equipment will lie on hand with- 
in a short time. All the endeavors of 
the Recruiting Committee will now 
be centered in perfecting the City 
Guard. 

(’apt. Cormerais, in order that the 
training in the eight distinct units 
will be uniform, lias prepared a man- 
ual. and the non-commissioned officers 
of Company C, who have been detailed 
as drill masters, will follow out these 
instructions to the letter. Interest in 
the work in the various sections has 
not relapsed a inite the past week, in 
fact, many have been materially in- 
creased in membership. 

Newton Centre and the Newton 
Highlands and Upper Falls units are 
each made up of 164 men. Newtonville 
has drilling weekly 127 men. Wabun 
Auburndale and Lower Falls 93, 
West Newton 91, Newton 87 and Chest- 
nut Hill 13. making a grand total of 
834. 

Three meetings in the Interest of 
the Public Safety work were held 
Tuesday night. A new unit to the City 
Guard was formed by residents in the 
Thompsonville Section and Col. Cobb 
defined the duties incumbent upon 
those desirous of doing their share for 
the safety of the city and nation, in 
the Burr School at Auburndale, Wil- 
liam F. Garcelon, chairman of the 
committee. Mrs. Irving O. Palmer, a 
member of the committee on Co-ordi- 
nation of Aid Societies, und Alfred 
MacDonald of the Conservation of 
Food committee were the speakers. 
Another meeting was held in Newton 
Highlands at which tin* speakers were 
Mr. Garcelon and Mr. MacDonald und 
Mrs. Mitchell, chairman of t lie Co- 
ordination of Aid Societies committee.

EQUAL SUFFRAGE NOUS 

In accepting the services offered by 
the Executive Council of the Nnfionnl 
American Woman Suffrage Association 
the Secretary of War expressed his 
pleasure that the women were going to 
ptress the elimination of waste prob- 
lem. 

In every discussion of preparedness, 
whether for pence or war. one point 
has gained undoubted prominence; 
namely, that in this country there is a 
marked failure to utilize both our ma- 
terial and our human wealth to the 
best ndvnntnge. and If the nntlon is to 
measure up to its full strength, a cam- 
paign for the elimination of waste in 
all parts of the national life Is Im- 
perative. Though much of the wnste 
In this country Is due to Ignorance, the 
great cause is the failure to recognize 
the value and beauty of thrift. 

The object of this Thrift Committee, 
then. Is twofold: 1st, to emphasize, 
through education, the virtue of econ- 
omy, and, 2nd. to suggest definite meth- 
bds of eliminating waste.

It is hard to realize the utter over- 
turn of British political thought which 
lias now been recorded in the House of 
Commons. Loss than three years of 
war, a brief hour in the lifetime of a 
nation, have served to destroy the deep- 
rooted prejudice of generations. The 
opposition to woman’s suffrage has, in 
effect, collapsed. The uphill fight turns 
suddenly to sweeping victory. 

It is revolution, a peaceful revolu- 
tion. and nothing less, that we witness. 
And it conies, as did the Russian revo- 
lution, as a direct consequence of the 
greatest and most terrible of wars. 

Even for Americans still afar from 
the war it is impossible not to feel the 
splendor of this latest victory. It was 
won by the women of England on the 
battlefield — literally. Tor the modern 
war of nations is wnged quite as des- 
perately at the forge and lathe as In 
the trenches. 

The revolution progresses more slow- 
ly in peaceful America. Yet It is Im- 
possible not to feel the gathering 
weight of its advance. When all par- 
ties and candidates adopted the cause 
in the last Presidential election, the 
end came into view. Since then State 
after State has fallen into line — Ohio, 
Indiana, Michigan on the road. The 
women of New York can face the re- 
sult in this State next November with 
every confidence. It surely will not be 
said of America that she lagged far be- 
hind the rest of the world in recogniz- 
ing the rights and liberties of women. 

The eleven full suffrage states in the 
45 years of effort up to the opening of 
the present year, had not achieved as 
many votes as have been added to the 
suffrage forces in two months of 1917. 
The total woman vote of 1916 has re- 
ceived a 62 per cent increase since 
January 1st. 


Paris, France.— French women will 
be admitted to municipal suffrage after 
the Avar. The Parliamentary Commit- 
tee on Universal Suffrage recently re- 
ceived a delegation from the Union 
pour le Suffrage des Femmes on the 
bill, t lie object of which is to confer 
franchise and eligibility on women in 
municipal elections. After a discus- 
sion the committee pronounced itself 
in favor, and it instructed M. Pierre E 
Flandin, the reporter of the bill, to 
draw up an amendment fixing an age 
limit, so that after the war the man 
and woman electorate shall be equal- 
ized. It decided that women could not 
perform the functions of senatorial del- 
egates. 

The committee made on exhaustive 
inquiry into t lie results of woman suf- 
frage in other countries, and before 
the war broke out it bad published in 
a bulky volume the results of Its in- 
vestigation results almost wholly fav- 
orable. The committee recommended 
that full suffrage should be given to 
worn* n ultimately, and municipal suf- 
trage immcniately. 

Springfield. Mass.— At the last meet- 
ing of the Suffragists of precinct C, 
ward 5. Mrs. Claude U. Gilson of Bos- 
ton, State Suffrage Organizer, spoke to 
an enthusiastic audience. 

When asked what women would do 
with tlie vote, Mrs. Gilson said that if 
men were asked such a question they 
would think it their right to do just 
what they pleased with It. As a rule, 
however. Mrs. Gilson believes that wo- 
men do not desire to hold office, but 
rather to carry their homemuking out- 
side the home, to work along civic and 
philanthropic lines and to be better 
able to look after the health and wel- 
fare of other women and children. The 
organization which sin* hope-/ to bring 
about is to . liable women to work to- 
gether not only for suffrage, but along 
every line in which good can be ac- 
complished. Mrs. Gilson spoke of some 
of the abuses which women have seen 
in the past and been powerless to rem- 
edy, mentioning, among others, the sit- 
uation in Now Jersey at the time 
w,, en President Wilson was first Gov- 
ernor. Then, was no kind of reform- 
atory for delinquent women in the 
state at that period, and the conditions 
existing wejc abominable. Every good 
citizen teii the need of a reformatory, 
but after Hi bill for one had been 
passed no money was appropriated on 
account of the* influence of one of the 
saloon owners. It is facts like these 
which make it necessary for women to 
have the vote. 

Tile Executive Board of the Massa- 
chusetts Woman Suffrage Associa- 
tion has voted to cooperate with the 
National Woman Suffrage Association 
to aid in every way possible in the 
present war crisis. A suffrage agri- 
cultural committee is to he appoint- 
ed immediately to train women for 
agricultural work and to form farm 
and vacant lot clubs throughout the 
state A suffrage thrift committee 
will also be appointed and will con- 
duct a campaign for the elimination 
of waste. Both of these committees 
will be in close touch with the de- 
partment of agriculture. 

Plans for bringing suffrugisis to- 
gether for constructive national ser- 
vice have gone forward with despatch 
and thoroughness since the Executive 
( ’oun< ii 1 1 e Nit lonal Suffrage As 
social ion made its offer of such ser- 
vice to the President and the govern- 
ment. 

A feature of the National’s plan is 
its equal applicability in peace or 
war. To this hour suffrugisis ure 
praying for peace, but day by day 


they are mobilizing In ever increasing 
numbers to back up their country’s j 
need, whether pence stay or war 
come. 

Their pinna arc now formulated. 
•‘Department of Suffrage Agriculture” 
and the "Suffrage Thrift Division," 
for the elimination of wnste. nre the 
two main divisions Into which the 
work is grouping. Mrs. Henry Wade 
Rogers. Treasurer of the National 
Association, is chairman of the De- 
partment of Suffrage Agriculture, 
and Mrs. Walter McNab Miller. First 
Vice-President. Is chairman of the 
Suffrngc Thrift Division. 

Members of both committees have 
waited upon the Secretary ot Agri- 
culture, and he bns endorsed the suf- 
frage plan ns being ns good fpr peace 
as for war. and promised the hearty 
co-operation of the Department of 
Agriculture. The Nationnl Association 
is now issuing a nation-wide appeal to 
suffragists through their State presi- 
dents and State executive boards to 
spread the knowledge tlint the Na- 
tional Suffrage Association desires to 
enlist the help of all women whose 
opportunities permit, for increasing 
the national food supply by garden- 
ing and farming and the elimination 
of waste. 

A big demonstration was held In 
Petrogrnd last Sunday in favor of 
women voting at the elections for n 
Constitutional Assembly, according 
to a Reuter Dispatch from Petrograd. 

From the Springfield Republican 

The Indiana law granting women 
the presidential franchise seems so 
important as an incident in the long 
battle for woman suffrage in this 
country that It can be fairly charact- 
erized as the beginning of the end. 
With the three great middle western 
States of Illinois. Indian and Ohio al- 
lowing women to vote for President, 
in addition to the 12 cqunl suffrage 
States beyond the Mississippi River, 
it is politically impossible for the 
eastern States to hold out very much 
longer. It would not be surprising 
If, before the presidential election of 
1920, several of the Atlantic coast 
States followed the example of Illi- 
nois, Ohio and Indiana; for, with 15 
States now permitting women to vote 
for President, the political pressure 
for uniformity throughout the coun- 
try in this important matter Is sure 
to become a factor in the situation. 
The woman suffrage States now cast 
135 electoral votes, and the number 
must grow rather than diminish. In 
the absence of the federal amendment 
to the constitution, substantially all 
the States, except those of the South, 
are sure to fall into line simply be- 
cause the push from the West has be- 
come too powerful to resist. Where- 
ever the presidential suffrage is 
granted, extension to women of the 
voting privilege to cover all public 
officers Is sure to follow in due sea- 
son.

PACKING THE JURY FOlt TIIE 

CONVENTION 

(Written for the Boston Herald) 

The ease of the People of Massachu- 
setts vs. the Compulsory Initiative and 
Referendum was next on the docket In 
he Court of the Constitutional Con- 
vention, Mr. Justice Public Opinion 
presiding. 

The Court — What is the charge, Mr. 
Voter? 

Atty-Gen. Voter An attempt to de- 
stroy the system of representative 
democracy which for 137 ycarB has 
been the bulwark of political and re- 
ligious liberty' In this Commonwealth. 
It is a capital offense, your honor. 

The Court — Very well, Mr. Voter. 
Let the jury he empanelled. 

The Clerk -Mr. Candidate for Dele- 
gate to the Constitutional Convention. 

The Court — Mr. Candidate, have you 
formed an opinion with reference to 
the guilt or innocence of this defend- 
ant? 

A. — I have, your honor. 

Q. — Is it an opinion that would pre- 
vent you from rendering a verdict 
solely upon the evidence presented in 
this court? 

A. — It is. your honor. 

Q. — You mean that you would hold 
to the opinion you have formed even 
though the weight of the evidence pre- 
sented here might he against it? 

A. — Yes, your honor, I am pledged 
to find in favor of tho Compulsory 
Initiative and Referendum no matter 
what evidence may he produced 
against it in the Court of the Con- 
stitutional Convention. 

Tho Court — You are totally unfit, 
sir, to sit upon this jury. You may 
step down. 

Atty-Gen. Voter — Just a moment, 
your honor. May I ask the juror a 
question? 

The Court — Certainly. 

Atty-Gen. Voter — Mr. Candidate, you 
say you are pledged to find for the 
Initiative and Referendum regardless 
of the evidence? 

A. — Yes, sir. 

Q. — Do you know of others seeking 
places on this jury who are likewise 
pledged? 

A. — Yes, sir. 

Q. — Now, sir, to whom are you 
pledged? 

A. — To the Union for a Progressive 
Convention, sir. They told us that un- 
less we pledged ourselves to find for 
the Initiative and Referendum, re- 
gardless of any evidence that might 
be produced in this court, we would 
not he allowed to sit on this jury. 

Atty-Gen. Voter — That will do, Mr. 
Candidate. Your honor, we have here, 
it seems to me, evidence of a very 
grave offense — a conspiracy to pack 
the jury which is to try this case 
upon which the life of our system of 
government may depend. I shall ask, 
your honor, for warrants for the ar- 
rest of these jurors and the gentlemen 
who sought to influence their verdict. 

Atty. Political Demagog — I protest, 
your honor. The Union for a Pro 
gressive Convention represents the 
people and has a perfect right to 
The Court — Who appointed them the 
people’s representatives? 

Atty. Demagog — Why — why — your 
honor — they are very prominent men 

whom the people trust 

The Court — Self-appointed repre- 
sentatives of the people, aren’t they? 
Atty. Demagog — In a sense, your 

honor 

The Court — Sit down, Mr. Demagog. 
No self-appointed representatives of 
the people can tamper with justice in 
this court. Mr. Attorney-General, 
your request will he granted. Mean- 
time. see that new jurors are sum- 
moned forthwith. The jury em- 
panelled to try this case must be a 
jury of open-minded, independent 
men, men who will have a strict re- 
gard for the rights of the people and 
will render a verdict in accord with 
their honest judgment of the evidence 
here presented.

FI BE PREVENTION, AND TIIE 
HIGH COST OF LIVING 

Van! Quantities of Grain and Other 
Staples Go Up In the Smoke of 
Unneeessary Fires 

Few people realize how directly the 
much discussed “High Cost of Liv- 
ing" is influenced by America’s ex- 
cessive fire waste. A recent nation- 
wide analysis of fires and fire causes 
has shown enormous destruction of 
common staples. Single fires in ele- 
vators and mills frequently consume 
the equivalent of a living for a small 
army of people. For example, a re- 
cent blaze in an Illinois elevator ren- 
dered 700,000 bushels of corn unfit for 
human food, and also destroyed 300,000 
bushels of oats. 

Grain elevators, flour, cereal, grist 
and feed mills present well known 
elements of fire hazard in that they 
are subject to explosions of the highly 
explosive dust that results from hand- 
ling or milling grain. These disasters 
also cost many lives; n dust explosion 
in a Buffalo mill, in 1913, resulted in 
over thirty fatalities. A short time 
ago the United States Department of 
Agriculture made a study of the fre- 
quent explosions in grain separators 
in the Big Bend country of the North- 
west, and found that in the height of 
the season these reached from six to

ten a day, the flame from such explo- 
sions In a large number of cases 
spreading Into the surrounding grain 
with destructive results. 

Individual barn fires add enormous- 
ly to this total. Throughout most of 
the country the season of thunder 
storms follows closely upon that of 
harvest, and thousands of barns, 
stored with potential food, go up in 
flames each year because of lightning. 
These fires must be clossed as largely 
preventable, since statistics compiled 
by the Actuarial Bureau of the Nation- 
al Board of Fire Underwriters show 
that of the total fire loss from light- 
ning. more than 92 per cent, is 
found where lightning rods are not 
used. 

The spontaneous combustion of hay 
and grain in poorly ventilated barns is 
another big factor which might large- 
ly be prevented by proper precautions. 

When to such items are added the 
fires in grain fields from locomotive 
sparks, and from the matches of care- 
less smokers, it may be realized that 
a vast amount of foodstuff is turned 
into clouds of smoke, instead of human 
hone and muscle. This inevitably has 
its effect upon the price of the remain- 
der. 

Most people depend upon groceries 
for their food, and the average gro- 
cery. containing, as it does, stocks ol 
kerosene and other inflammable mer- 
chandise, is a special Instance of fire 
hazard. This is shown by the great 
number that are consumed during each 
year, and each grocery fire subtracts 
a definite quantity of staples from the 
national supply. 

Meat supplies are directly affected 
by the large number of live stock 
burned in fires in barns and stables, 
and also by the many fires in packing 
houses, slaughter houses, etc. 

The same condition holds true with 
other staples than those of food. In 
two years there were reported S22 fires 
in wool and cotton mills. Cotton is a 
commodity which is particularly sub- 
ject to disastrous fires. This also ap- 
plies in a marked degree to the refin- 
ing. storing and handling of oil — one 
of our commonest daily requirements. 

The supply of wood enters into many 
phases of our living necessities. In 
New York State alone 200.00U people 
are employed in turning out an annual 
product of nearly $400,000,000 in wood 
manufactures. Striking at the basis 
of this great industry, hundreds of hu- 
man lives, and millions of dollars' 
worth of property are destroyed each 
year by forest fires, which might be 
prevented with proper care. The Na- 
tional Forest Service, in one year dis- 
covered 1,126 forest fires to have been 
caused by campers; 1,110 by locomo- 
tive sparks, and 470 by incendiaries. 
The burning of saw mills, lumber 
yards, furniture and wooden ware fac- 
tories and stores is too frequent to 
call for special comment. Similar sur- 
veys might he made in other fields of 
staples included in the cost of living. 

Back of all of this loom the larger 
aspects of the situation. With an av- 
erage of more than one reported fire 
for every minute of the year, ami a 
daily destruction approximating $600,- 
000, the United States is subjected to 
an economic drain that affects every 
detail of its business and social life, 
and is a large, though unrecognized | 
factor, in the cost of all commodities. 
Furthermore, it cannot be overlooked I 
that a vast number of people ore in- 
terrupted in employment, and hence 
in earning power, from the same 
cause. 

It is nt least an interesting coinci- 
dence that the historic panic of 1S73 
followed the Chicago conflagration of 
1871, and that of Boston, in 1S72; 
while the more recent panic of 1907 oc- 
curred in the year succeeding San 
Francisco's great Are. 

If America were to reduce her tire 
losses to the fractional figures of most 
other countries it can hardly he doubt- 
ed that the cost of living would he 
materially lowered. It must never be 
forgotten that 21.4 per cent, of this 
annual bonfire is due to strictly pre- 
ventable causes. 37.9 per cent, to those 
which are partly preventable, and that 
the remaining 40.7 per cent, from un- 
known" causes is probably largely pre- 
ventable.

On a 4-party line, it is possible for all tour stations to try to 
talk out on the same circuit at the same time. Fhere is ulsc 
the liability of all four station being wanted at the same tinu 
to receive incoming calls. 

Therefore, there are special considerations which the Public 
Service Commission and telephone company both urge a party 
line user to keep in mind : 

1. Long conversations prevent the use of the line by other 
subscribers; therefore party line talks should be as brie; 
as possible 

2. Whenever another party line subscriber requests th 
use of the line for an emergency, courtesy should 
prompt the first user temporarily to give up the use of 
the line. 

3. Whenever a party line subscriber takes the receiver 
from the hook and finds the line in use the receiver 
should be replaced at once in a careful manner. 

4. At the end of a conversation the re joiner should be re- 
placed upon the hook immediately, otherwise the other 
subscriber cannot signal the central office.

The National Government has ap- 
pealed to the various states, and 
Mnssaehusetts hns been called upon 
to produce n maxlfnum amount of 
food products this year. 

In this emergency now upon us 
nothing is of more importance than 
the greatest amount of food produc 
tion. 

The person who raises fruit or vege- 
tables. eggs, or milk. Is performing a 
patriotic duty even if he provides for 
his own family. 

Not only can every farmer respond 
to this appeal by working with more 
eare and energy by raising bigger 
crops, but every citizen can help In 
this great work. 

The men and women, as well as the 
hoys and girls of a community, are 
called upon nt this time to plant gar- 
dens on unused spots of grounds, and 
everybody is called upon to help In 
the raising of staple articles of food.

1 am very anxious that the Thirteen- 
th District of Massachusetts shall be 
the banner district of the State in 
this great work for our country, and 
I want to co-operate in every posslblo 
way with the Committees on Public 
Safety to make it so. 

I have just arranged with the De- 
partment of Agriculture to send to the 
Chairman of each committee on Food 
Production in my district two attrac- 
tive farmer’s bulletins on the home 
vegetable garden.

My Dear Mrs. Smith: 

I believe it highly imperative that 
the friends of the public schools 
should understand the necessity of 
keeping them free from all custom 
which, to any extent increase the cost 
of schooling or tend to the creation 
of social factions. While they may 
seem to be incidents, 1 would sug- 
gest that such items as excessive cost 
of school functions, like graduations, 
certain tendencies to expensive dress, 
and the organization of groups of 
students into special clubs bused on 
social lines, tend to discourage the 
participation of many of our youth in 
the advantages that are to be offered 
by a universal school system. 

I believe parents have a real re- 
sponsibility in cooperating with teach- 
ers and oflicers in keeping the 
schools us free as possible from these 
destructive factors.
